SIX WAR LORDS IN DRAMA 


One Peace Lord and One Party 
With Communists and Foreigners 
Also Play Roles.

PEKING, April 22.—Six war lords, 
one peace lord and one party occupy 
the Chinese stage. 

First is Marshal Chang Tso-lin, mas- 
ter of Manchuria and Peking, whose 
arsenals at Mukden and Tientsin 
makes his army the best equipped in 
China. Prior to the Russo-Japanese 
War, Chang was the leader of 40,000 
bandits in Southern Manchuria, but he 
maintained iron discipline. After dick- 
ering with both parties he joined the 
Japanese for the price of $1,000,000 
which made possible his victory at 
Mukden. Pardoned by the Dowager 
Empress, he became the military com- 
mander of Manchuria under Viceroy 
Yo Wa-sum and gradually. extended 
his influence throughout Northern 
China. 

Chang’s chief of stgff, Yang Yu- 
tin, is considered the ablest’ soldier in 
China, and the tacit support of Japan 
atrengthens his position enormously. 

But Chang is the bitter foe of Soviet 
Russia, whose agents and money are 
tireless in fomenting Kuomintang agi- 
tation in his own centres of Harbin, 
Mukden, Tientsin and Peking. A few 
weeks ago this agitation, coupled with 
the Kuomintang victories in the South, 
reached such a pitch.that Chang is 
said to have contemplated retirement 
from Peking, where foreigners were 
so alarmed as to advise the wholesale 
exodus of women and children. 

The Nanking incident and the strong 
attitude of Britain and America to- 
ward the Nationalists brought a res- 


pite, which encouraged Chang to raid 
the Soviet Embassy compound. 


Seized Documents Seem Genuine. 


The documents seized there appegr 
to THE NEw YoRK TIMES correspon- 
dent to be genuine, but neither novel 
nor particularly exciting. The world 
already knows how the Soviet is play- 
ing in China in a struggle with Britain 
and other capitalist States. 

Chang, however, is now trying to 
utilize them to obtain foreign support 


in military instructors and above all 
in money for his war against the 
Kuomintang. The Peking treasury: is 
empty and Manchuria is overtaxed 
with half a dozen depreciated cur- 
rencies which are forced legal tender. 

Japanese business men are intensely 
irritated at the latter measure and the 
interdiction of their own solid cur- 
rency. The Japanese press at Dairen 
and Mukden is sharply critical of 
Chang, who has been dangling before 
the eyes of the British the possibility 
of repeating ‘‘Ever Victorious’’ -Gor- 
don’s suppression of the Taiping rebel- 
lion seventy years ago in circum- 
stances closely parallel to the present. 

Much depends on the attitude of the 
new Japanese Government, which has 
elected to take a more vigorous line 
than its predecessor. But THE New 
York Times correspondent has ample 
grounds for a profound belief in 
Japan’s desire to maintain friendly re- 
lations with the Soviet: Japan’s eco- 
nomic position is most serious, with 
important banks and business houses 
toppling because of losses from. the de- 
creased trade with: China, which is 
proportionately far. heavier than Eng- 
land's. 

The following quotation from last 
Sunday’s -Dairen newspaper speaks 
volumes at this juncture: 

“M. Dovgalevsky, the-new Soviet Am- 
bassador, will be the guest of the Em- 
peror at an imper al luncheon next 
Tuesday. Baron -Shidehara, Count 
Chinda, the Lord Chamberlain, and 
the officials of the Japanese ‘Soviet 
Embassy will be present.’ 


Kuomintang Unity Expected. 


' After Chang Tso-lin' ranks Chiang 
Kai-shek, who has just broken, largely 
for personal reasons, with the Han- 
kow section of the Kuomintang., Opin- 
fon here has eagerly” jumped at “the 
theory that the rupture means a body 
blow at Moscow’s influence. But 
this correspondent ‘happens to know 
that the Communist Party’s politburo 
has been advocating far less commun- 
ism in China than its enemies would 
admit. Michael Borodin and his fel- 
low Russian financial adviser at Han- 
kow are shrewd, reasonable and mod- 
erate. 

Soviet achievement 
China are twofold:~ 

First, the building up‘ of areal party 
organization for the Kuomintang in a 
country where individualism and an- 
archy rule and united cooperation is 
the exception. 

second, the nation-wide advertise- 
raent of the Kuomtinang slogans of 
“China for the Chinese,” ‘Out with 
the foreigners’ and ‘‘Down with the 
unequal treaties.’

‘ICHIANG CROSSES YANGTSE 


While He Pushes North the First 
Clash Between Nanking and 
Hankow Forces Is Reported. 


By The Associated Press. 

SHANGHAI, April 22.—Martial law 
was declared in the native city of 
Shanghai today because of agitation 
by radical unionists. Chinese police 
patrolled the streets, and suspicious 
Chinese were searched. Six radical 
leaders were executed in the native 
quarter of Lunghwa, but their names 
vere withheld. 

Headquarters of the Shanghai dis- 
trict of the Kuomintang [Cantonese 
Political Party] announced today the 
creation of a special office to hear 
complaints of ‘corrupt practices by 
the gentry and other miscreants.” 
Hearings are to be held each Satur- 
day to adjust infringements of rights 
arising out of the Rerenmeranaty condi- 
tions, 

At a, secret meeting of the moder- 
ates; it was voted to send Chow-Lu, 
described as former counselor of the 
late Sun Yat-sen and a “noted hunter’ 


of Reds,”’ to Nanking to direct the ex- 
tirpation of radicals. 


Armored Train Destroyed. 


A Kuowen [Chinese] news agency 
dispatch from Nanking reports that 
artillery fire from the Cantonese bat- 
teries on Lion Hill, Nanking, destroyed 
a Shantungese armored train at Pu- 
kow, across the river. 

Radio messages from Chin-kiang to- 
day said that many troops apparently 
are preparing for an attack on the 
north bank of the Yangtse River. 
This, together with the landing on the 
north bank yesterday of a large num- 
ber of troops from Nanking, tends to 
confirm the reports that General 
Chiang Kai-shek, leader of the mod- 
erate section of the Nationalists, has 
resumed his campaign against the 
Northerners. 

All foreign buildings in Chin-kiang 
have been occupied by Southern troops. 
Eleven foreign ships left. Chin-kiang 
today, convoyed by naval vessels. 

Dr. C. Wu, son of the late Dr. Wu 
Ting-fang, former Chinese Minister to 
the United States, has been appointed 
Foreign Minister in the Cantonese 
Government, set up by the moderates 
under Chiang Kai-shek at Nanking. 

Dr Wu is understood to have ac- 
cepted, but it is stated that Eugene 
Chen will continue to function as the 
Cantonese Foreign Minister. until the 
question of the Nanking anti- -foreign 
outrages is settled. 


Ku Yin-fuan Finance Minister. 


Ku Yin-fuan, a prominent associate 
in Canton of the late Sun-Yat-sen, has 
been appointed Finance Minister in the 


Nanking Government.

OTHER PRELATES IN HIDING 


Apostolic Delegate Here’ Declares 
Calles Charge False and Accuses 
Him of Mania for Persecution.

.MEXICO CITY, April 22,—Six of 
the foremost members of the Catholic 
episcopate have. been ordered out of 
the country and are on their way to 
Laredo. They were taken from their 
residences last night by Government 
agents and placed aboard’ a train 
bound for the American border, 

The deported’ churchmen are ‘the Most 
Rev. José Mora y del Rio, Archbishop 
of Mexico and head of the Church in 
the republic; the Most Rev. Leopoldo 
Ruiz y Florez, Archbishop. of Michoa- 
can, and Bishops Salvador’ Uranga of 
Cuernavaca, ‘Ignazio Valdespino y 
Diaz of Aguascalientes, Januarius 
Anaya of Chiapas and José Marie 
Echeverria ‘of Saltillo.- 

The Government's drastic: action fol- 
lows recent charges made by General 
José Alvarez, chief of President Calles’s 
staff, that the Catholic episcopate was 
the main cause of the religious unrest 
and had been directing the revolution 
and inspiring such outrages’ as that of 
Tuesday night against a passenger 
train in the State of Jalisco, when 
rebels ‘or outlaws are said to nave 
killed forty-eight of the military guard 
on the train and more than fifty pas- 
sengers, 

The Government has already made 
public reports received by it alleging 
that three Catholic priests and cne del- 
egate of the League for the Defense of 
Religious Liberty were the ringleaders 
in the Jalisco outrage.

Concurrently with the Government’s 
move against the episcopate, a strict 
c-:sorship. was. established over al! 
cablegrams and telegrams. The news- 
papers thus far have abstained from 
publishing other than official informa- 
tion on the train attack in Jalisco. 

The last official act of the Bishops 
a few hours before the Government 
agents placed them aboard the Laredo 
train was’to issue a statement deny- 
ing that the episcopate had fostered 
rebellion against the Government or 
that priests, with the knowledge and 
authority of the episcopate, partici- 
pated in the train attack. 

No official announcement has been 
made of the deportation, and, there- 
fore, there is no explanation officially 
of the Government’s action. Numerous 
persons at the station saw the prelates 
go aboard the train with the Govern- 
ment agents, and everything was done 
in a quiet and orderly manner. 

The information was forthcoming 
from the residence of Archbishop Mora 
y del Rio and the private homes 
where the others had been guests that 
Government agents had come unex- 
pectedly*a little before the departure 
of the Laredo train and taken the 
Bishops away.

Reports ,current here yesterday that

HELENA, Ark., April 22 (4).—Two 
thousand refugees were on a crumbling 
levee 2% feet wide at Knowlton’s 
Landing on the Mississippi River, 
screaming for help, R. P. Beith, a far- 
mer of that section, reported tonight 
upon his arrival here. 

Beith declared that the stranded peo- 
ple with their possessions and live- 
stock were stretched along the levee 
for three miles without shelter and 
with very little food. 

The steamer Wabash went to the 
levee early today and removed 700 vic- 
tims with.their possessions and live- 
stock in two barges. 





Louisiana Situation Serious. 


Spécial to The New York Times. 

NEW ORLEANS, April 22.—George 
C. Schoenberg, chief of the State’s 
corps of river engineers, declared to- 
night that the flood situation was the 
most serious ever faced. A break any- 
where in the State except far below 
New Orleans or at the nearest point of 
approach of the river to Lake Maure- 
pas would do vast damage. 

If a crevasse should occur on the 
western bank the cane district of 
Southern Louisiana would be flooded 
throughout its north and south exten- 
sion. The lateral spreading of the wa- 
ters would depend entirely upon the 
stage at the time. A break on the 
eastern bank above Lake Maurepas 
and Pontchartrain would flood the 
trucking section, which is now taking 
its harvest. A break further south 
would probably cause a large part of 
New Orleans to be overflowed. 

A break in the levee some place in 
Louisiana now seems inevitable, but 
the protection of this city is deemed 
the best in its history. 

Since the flood of 1922 all the levees 
on the eastern bank of the Mississippi 
within the municipal limits have been 
improved. Although not all are up to 
the standard grade, every inch of em- 
bankment is higher, and in the opinion 
of éngineers stronger than at any pre- 
vious flood time. 

No section of Louisiana has yet been 
flooded by the Mississippi River since 
the break in the levee in Concordia 
Parish thrée weeks ago. That levee 
has. been repaired, and the water 
which got through has drained out. 

Louisiana as a whole will profit from 
the crevasses which have occurred in 
Missouri, Arkansas and other up-river 
States, The water which escapes from 
the river will be held in the great nat- 
ural reservoirs until the crest of the 
flood has passed the mouths of these 
basins. Then it will drain out slowly 
into the Mississippi. \. ’ 

The flood stage has nde’ dhangea here 
during the past twenty-four hours, due 
to the shift of the wind:from the south 
to the north, It is now 20.5 feet, which 
is 1.2 feet less than the crest of the 
flood of 1922. The crest of the present 
flood is expected to be 23.5 feet. 


Airplanes Aid in Arkansas. 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., April 22 (4).— 
Boats .whose searchlights gleamed 
across débris-laden flood waters as 


beacons of salvation for hundreds of 
persons marooned on knolls and high 
places in Arkansas continued to ply 
the swollen streams tonight, hourly 
adding to the list of refugees saved 
fromm expostire and hiufiger. 

Refugee camps, hastily constructed, 
received belated and meager supplies 
of food and clothing, while health au- 
thorities concentrated on efforts to 
prevent the spread of disease which 
has struck in several concentration 
points. 

Other refugees, less lucky than those 
taken off the high places by boats, 
were marooned in freight cars. 

Two such trains were marooned at 
Hughes, Ark., where a shortage of 
fo and dlothing may cause suffer- 
ing. 

Along the lower reaches of the Ar- 
kansas River and in sections of the St.

Many Marooned in Missouri, 


ST. LOUIS, April 22 ().—With dan- 

er of further levee breaks along the 

ooded Mississippi! Rivér in Southern 
Missouri and Illinois apparently over, 
the work today turned largely to the 
rescue of marooned persons and the 
care of refugees: 

Sixty-two persons wére reported 
perched on housetops at La Forge and 
near Kewanee, Mo., motor 
launches were sént to rescue them. 
These towns are near New Madrid in 
Southeastern Missouri, where 300,000 
acres have been inundated by Missis- 
sippi water and fully that much more 
has been covered by drainage water 
unable to flow seek 

Water began pouring over the levee 
near Cora City, Ill, last night, but 
a break was prevented and crews at 
work today believed they would be able 
to hold it. Should the break occur an 
estimated acreage of 200,000 would be 
inundated. 

About 1,000 men were working today 
to reinforcé a levee north of Charles- 
ton, Mo., and between 300 and 500 men 
were similarly employed on a levee 
near Caruthersville, Mo. Breaks at 
these points were threatened yesterday, 
but with falling river stages the dan- 
ger was believed today to have been 
averted. 

In the meantime the river 200 miles 
upstream at St. Louis began rising 
slowly, after having been at a stand- 
still for two days, and the crest was 
expected Monday at thirty-six feet 
with the arrival of Missouri River 
flood waters. 

The bottom lands just above St. 
Louis, at the confluence of the Mis- 
souri and Mississippi, were being fur- 
ther inundated and more families were 
moving out. At some points near here 
the Mississippi was three miles wide. 

A slight improvement in railroad 
service to the south and southwest 
was noted today as repairs were 
started on tracks and trestles washed 
out by flood waters. 


Boats in Greenville Streets. 


GREENVILLE, Miss., April 22 (7).— 
Rescued from death in the flood wa- 
ters which stretched away ‘for scores 


of miles, hundreds of exhausted men, 
women and children formed a cover 
for the Mississippi River levee here 
tonight as, wrapped in blankets, they 
slept on the dykes. 

Below them was this city, flooded 
by water flowing from a levee break 
eighteen miles to the north. Green- 
ville’s water supply was cut off and 
by nightfall boats had become the only 
means of transportation. City streets 
were covered with from two to five 
feet of water. 

Rescue boats operated by National 
Guardsmen spent the day taking 
people out of trees and from house- 
tops. These soldiers were unable to 
bring in all of the refugees seen in the 
flood area and apprehension was felt 
for their safety. 

Additional motor boats left Green- 
wood late today and were expected to 
arrive during the night to assist in 
bringing in the marooned. 

Three deaths were reported during 
the day, @ negro woman and two chil- 
dren being drowned at Paduch, two 
miles east of here. An unidentified 
National Guardsman was_ reported 
drowned in the break at Stop’s Land- 
ing yesterday and there also were re- 
ports that several negroes were swept 
to death when the dike went out. 


Vicksburg Is Menaced. 


VICKSBZRG, Miss., April 22 (4).— 
Fire bells rang a loud alarm in Vicks- 
burg just before midnight as two 
breaks in a concrete levee admitted 
Mississippi River waters and threat- 
ened quick inundation of a considera- 
ble area in the lower part of the city. 
Water was expected to coer an area 
two miles long and from two to six 
Squares wide along the river front 
under the bluffs. 


Beardstown (Ill.) Inundated. 


BEARDSTOWN, Ill., April 22 (#).— 
Water from the overflowing Illinois 
River late today covered the streets 
in all except three blocks of Beards- 
town’s business district. 

The road between Beardstown and 
Virginia is now closed to all traffic. 
Passengers to the inundated city must 
leave their conveyance at the edge of 
the flood and go in by ‘‘motor boat 
taxis.” 

The city Fire Department has been 
removed from the City Hall and is 
now installed in motor boats. 

All families have moved from the 
Combs district, the lowest part of the 
city. 

“Private levees’’ have been erected 
by the business men to keep the flood 
waters from entering their shops and 
stores. 


COLD SNAP IN CITY; 
UP-STATE SHIVERS 


Frost Does Heavy Damage to 
Frait Crop—Winter Also Re- 
turns in Mid-West. 





With upper New York State and the 
Middle West reporting Winter tem- 
peratures with snow and frost that 
did heavy damage to fruit farms, the 
metropolitan area experienced its 
coldest April 22 since 1922 yesterday. 
The mercury descended to 89 degrees 
at 10 o’clock last night with an even 
lower mark probable before morning. 

A frost warning was sent out dur- 
ing the day, but the weather man re- 
vealed later that the probability was 
that no frost would appear in and 
around the city. He said also that 
the rain that fell intermittently 
throughout the day and evening was 
expected to stop early this morning 
and that today would probably be fair 
with rising temperatures.

The Cabinet Committee named by the 
President, together with represénta- 
tives of the Coast Guard and Public 
Health Service, met with a Red Cross 
group headed by Acting Chairman 
James L. Fieser, Miss Mabel T. Board- 
man, Assistant Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Charles 8. Dewey, Rear Admiral 
EH. R. Stitt and E. B. Douglass of 
Miami, all members of the Central 
Committee. 


Put $5,000,000 as Minimum. 


Following a careful review of the 
flood situation in the eight States— 
Missouri, Illinois, Kentucky, Tennes- 


see, Arkansas, Misfissippi, Iowa and 
Louisiana—it was voted that a mini- 
mum fund of $5,000,000 will be needed 
properly to care for the flood suffer- 
ers. The American Red Cross tonight 
launched a campaign to raise this sum 
as quickly as possible. Emphasis was 
Placed by members of the joint confer- 
ence on the fact that the $5,000,000 fig- 
ure is a minimum goal, and that if 
flood conditions become worse the 
amount needed for sufferers will be 
even larger. 

Secretary of War Davis, in response 
to a query during the conference, de- 
clared that army engineers believed 
nothing could be done to stop further 
breaks in the Mississippi levees and 
that flood conditions will grow worse 
hourly. 

The committee after the conference 
declared the flood was ‘‘a national dis- 
aster of major proportions’ and the 
work of raising the funds needed was 
under way within a few minutes after 
the conference adjourned. 

Major Gen. Edgar Jadwin, chief of 
the corps of engineers, is proceeding 
immediately to Memphis to assume 
personal charge of the battle being 
waged to buttress the levees and as 
far as possible hold the Mississippi and 
its turbulent feeders within their pres- 
ent overflowed areas. 

Because of the urgency of immediate 
relief the President named the Red 
Cross offices in St. Louis, Washington 
and San Francisco as receiving sta- 
tions for the contributions of the 
people and from these offices the re- 
lief will be promptly dispatched to be 
forwarded to Red Cross representa- 
tives who are in charge of the field 
work in the flood zones. 

Every tent, field kitchen and other 
quartermaster supplies from every 
army post or depot in the country is 
being rushed or held for instant dis- 
pic to the flood States, and, as the 

resident announced, the field equip- 
ment of the National Guard and other 
civilian military units will, if neces- 
sary, be taken over for the housing 
and care of homeless and destitute. 


Hoover Heads Committee. 


Secretary Hoover, after the joint 
meeting, made this statement: 

“At the. request of President Cool- 
idge a conference took place this 
afternoon at the headquarters of the 
American Red Cross between the 
Cabifiet committee appointed by the 
President and the central committee 
and executive officers of the Red 
Cross for the more complete co- 
ordination of measures for the rem- 
edy of the flood disasters in the Mid- 
dle West. 

“A special committee of the Red 
Cross for the Mississippi Valley flood 
disaster was established. The com- 
mittee comprises Secretary Hoover as 
Chairman, Mr. Fieser, Acting Chair- 
man of the Red Cross, Secretary Mel- 
lon of the Treasury, Secretary of the 
Navy Wilbur, Secretary of War Davis 
and the members of the Red Cross 
central committee. 

“The purpose of the special commit- 
tee is to coordinate the activities of 
the War, Navy, Treasury and Com- 
merce Departments into support of 
the Red Cross, which it was deter- 
mined must continue the primary re- 
sponsibility for the organization and 
administration of the relief measures 
to be taken. 

“The extent of measures already 
taken, the volume of the disaster up 
to date, were fully canvassed. The 
special committee concluded that it 
had already reached such proportions 
as to place a burden of at least $5,000,- 
000 upon the Red Cross and that there 
Was every appearance of even wider 
extension of the floods.’’ 


Commerce Chamber Aid Urged. 


Immediately upon rece’ ing word of 
the action taken by the Red Cross, 
President John W. O’Leary of the 
United States Chamber of Commerce 
notified 11 member bodies of the 


$5,000,000 cape and urged the ut- 
most cooperation by them with Red 
Cross chapters throughout the coun- 
try. Mr. O’L 
disaster das ‘'the greatest flood disas- 
ter in the history of this country.” 

Red Cross officials said tonight that 
at least 12,000 tents have been distrib- 
uted or are on their way to the flooded 
area. Thirty-two refugee camps, or 
tent cities, similar to those established 
to house victims of the Florida hurfi- 
cane, have been set up in the disaster 
area. Fifteen are located on the east- 
ern side of the river and seventeen on 
its west bank. 

The principal refugee camps are lo- 
cated now at the following points: 
New Madrid, Mo., 1,000 refugees; 8t. 
Francis Basis, Bastern Arkansas, 10;- 
000; Helena and Desha County, Ark., 
5,000; Wynfhe and Forrest City, Ark., 
2,000 each; Cairo, Ill., 2,000; Marianna, 
Ark., 800} Cotton Piant, Ark., 1,000; 

Dyersburg, 


Clarendon, Arfk., 3,000; 

Tent, 1,000; Hickman, Ky., 1,500. 
All Government boats available 

being sed for transportation and 

fescue work oF iti work on the levees. 


Ih addition all available privately 
owned boats are being pressed into 
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points in the flood districts and are 
constantly receiving reports on con- 
ditions. 

Upon request of the Red Cross and 
State and municipal authorities the 
army is supplying thousands of tents, 
cots and blankets. 

Under the direction of the Chief of 
Engineers of the army, $10,000,000 is 
now spent annually toward the work 
of controlling the Mississippi River. 
Following the great flood of 1913 ef- 
forts were made by members of Con- 
gress from States adjoining the water- 
way to have a bill passed with funds 
for flood control, and finally in 1917 
the Newlands act, jointly sponsored 
by the late Senator of that name from 
Nevada and the then Representative 
Humphreys of Mississippi, was passed 
authorizing an appropriation of $45,- 


This money was to be spent at a 
rate of not more than $10,000,000 an- 
nually until the fund was exhausted, 
but in 1923, just before this money ran 
out, Congress enacted another law au- 
thorizing a further expenditure of the 
same sum annually for six years, be- 
ginning July 1, 1924. 

James M. Thomson, publisher of the 
New Orleans Item, gave President 
Coolidge an intimate review of the 
conditions in the lower Mississippi Vai- 
ley and pointed out some needs for 
overnmental action to prevent floods 
n the future. He said that the pres- 
ent flood was the worst in the val- 
ley’s history and promised to cause 
even greater damage when its height 
was reached, 

Mr. Thomson emphasized the need of 
spillways in the lower section of the 
river and the building of additional 
levees at other points. The bed of 
the river, in his opinion, should be 
widened and new levees built half a 
mile beyond the present levees, so as 
to be effective at flood times and give 
the river, when swollen, a larger area 
to spread within protected teritory. 

President Coolidge assured Mr. 
Thomson the Government would take 
this opportunity to study the situation 
so a8 to be prepared to act in the fu- 
ture,

the press and by the principal reform 
organization. 

“It was on the point of being put 
into execution, but the unexpected 
passage of the Wales, or so-called 
‘Padlock bill,” hastily put through the 
State Legislature in the closing hours 
of its session, and, we feel, without 
proper consideration for so important 
@ measure, makes any such effort for 
self-regulation on the part of the thea- 
tre impossible. 

“By this bill the theatre owner, some- 
times merely a real estate operator, 
often a corporation, seldom a person 
interested in a production otherwise 
than as a landlord, is forced to become 
the final censor of any play admitted 
to the theatre. For, if that play 
should be adjudged improper, the thea- 
tre may be padlocked for an entire 
season. With this disproportionate 
penalty hanging over him the owner 
will, in self-protection, become so rig- 
orous a censor as to make any other 
control superfluous. 

“The Committee of Nine, therefore, 
are obliged to abandon their plan, 
though they do so with regret, be- 
cause beg believe it would have kept 
the New York stage clean and yet not 
have hampered, as the present system 
may do, its free artistic development.” 

The Committee of Nine resulted from 
the failure of the play jury plan, which 
was originated three years ago, to keep 
immoral plays from Broadway thea- 
tres. The situation reached a crisis 
last Winter, when Mayor Walker and 
other public officials were deluged 
with complaints about the excesses of 
certain theatrical producers. Late in 
December the Mayor called a group 
of representative producers to City 
Hall, where he warned them that of- 
ficial censorship would come if they 
did not voluntarily take steps to clean 
up the stage. 

Although the managers left with 
promisés to do som ng, they did 
nothing for a month, but late in Janu- 
ary they were spurred to action by 
the introduction of a bill in the Legis- 
lature at Albahy by Senator Abraham 
Greenberg, a Tammany man, provid- 
ing for State censorship of the theatre 
on the English plan.

Such Union With America, He 
Declares, Would Align Rest 
of World and End in War, 





HONORED AT MANCHESTER I 





Ambassador Is Guest of Chamber of 
Commerce—Lord Derby Invites 
Borah on a Peace Visit.

LONDON, April 22.—Thé idea that an 
Anglo-American alliance would pro- 
mote peace was declared a delusion to- 
day by Ambassador Alanson B. 
Houghton. The American diplomat 
told the Manchester Chamber of Com- 
merce at a luncheon in his honor that, 
instead, it would again turn the world 
into an armed military camp. 

“We may have to fight side by side 
in the future, as in the past,” said 
the Ambassador. ‘‘That we don’t know. 
But, if the need arises, which God for- 
bid, let it be for a cause and fora 
reason. which brings us instinctively 
together, not by a calculated arrange- 
ment, which might of itself tend to 
bring about so dreadful a catas- 
trophe.”’ 

Mr. Houghton declared he believed, 
as a matter of course, that the peace 
and general well-being of the world in 
the future would depend upon the exis- 
tence of a sound and cordial under- 
standing between the British and 
American peopies. 

“In fact,’’ he continued, “I may go 
even further. I believe that fundamen- 
tally the basis of such an understand- 
ing already exists—not because of any 
marked regard or liking we may feel 
for one another’s excellent qualities, 
not because of our common language, 
not because of ties of blood, but be- 
cause, being what we are, it is inevit- 
able that we should look out .on the 
world and its affairs from very much 
the same point of view. Our immedi- 
ate interests are not always identical, 
Nations, like individuals, have to earn 
their living. Each people has its own 
special interests to consider and pro- 
tect. That could not be otherwise.” 


Anglo-American Cooperation. 


Ambassador Houghton then discussed 
possible Anglo-American cooperation in 
the future. 

“I believe,” he said, “that in the 
larger realm of affairs which neces- 
sarily concern us both we ought to 
find a measure of agreement easy. We 
certainly think in much the same 
terms. We have the same scdle of 
values, we want the same - kind of 
world. Consciously or unconsciously, 
we are seeking for the same kind of 
future. So much, it seems to me, we 
may accept without hesitation. And 
it offers us an opportunity which, you 
will agree with me, is unique in human 
history. The question for us to con- 
sider is: What are we going to do with 
that opportunity? For it is in our 
hands to do with as we will. How can 
we use it best? Now, I have no inten- 
tion of trying to answer that question. 
I doubt, indeed, if it can be aswered, 
except gradually and as the years 
bring us increased knowledge, and we 
may hope for greater sympathy and 
wisdom. The answer to it will depend 
far more on what we do than on what 
we say. But I may perhaps add that, 
in my opinion, even now, a little more 
patience, a little more belief in one 
another’s good faith, and, above all, 
a little more individual effort to un- 
derstand the difficult problems which 
each people is facing, will take us a 
long way.’’ 

The Ambassador told his audience 
that such natural and helpful relations 
would not result in anything like an 
alliance. 

“The idea may be tempting,” he said. 
“That Anglo-Saxon alliance of which 
we hear from time to time may have 
its attractive aspects. There are mo- 
ments when it may seem to offer an 
open and easy way to obtain results 
we all desire. Nevertheless, I believe 
the idea to be wholly false. To bring 
the English-speaking nations together 
into an armed exclusive group, pre- 
pared, if need be, to impose its collec- 
tive will by force, would, if it were 
possible, tend neither to promote peace 
nor assure our mutual security. Its 
only result would be to unite all the 
rest of the world against us. It would, 
slowly perhaps but very definitely, 
make an end of peaceful progress. It 
would turn this earth of ours once 
again into an armed camp. In the 
end, precisely what we sought to 
avoid—war—would result. And out of 
such a war we may be sure that 
neither honor, nor safety, nor profit 
to any people could possibly emerge.”

and_not let embarrassment or. the fear 
of appearing ignorant prevent you 
from appealing to the Court?” 
Talesmen assured counsel they would 
not be contented until their minds 
were perfectly clear on this point. 


Verdict Hinges on Conspiracy. 


It is of the utmost importance to 
Mrs. Snyder that ‘the jury understand 
this matter, as it was explained out- 
side of the court room by Dana Wal- 
lace, because of the rather complicated 
contention which will be made in her 
behalf. It will be admitted that she 


conspired with Gray before the murder 
of her husband; it will be admitted 
that she was in the conspiracy with 
Gray after the murder; but it will be 
denied that she was in the conspiracy 
at the time of the murder. 

It is understood that the prosecution 
has a large body of evidence, only part 
of which has been published, connect- 
ing Mrs. Snyder with Gray in the plan- 
ning of the crime. It is also believed 
to have another mass of evidence to 
prove that she cooperated with Gray 
in trying to conceal their guilt and to 
deceive the authorities my making it 
appear that burglars committed the 
murder. Mrs. Snyder’s lawyers con- 
sider it hopeless to deny that she was 
in the conspiracy, both before and 
after the murder. But they will con- 
tend that she was in it, then out of it 
and then back in again. They will try 
to show that Mrs. Snyder repented be- 
fore the murder, and told Gray that 
she would not go on with it; but that 
he intimidated her by threats of death, 
preventing her from interfering with 
the murder and then induced her to 
help him in the effort to put the po- 
lice on a false scent. 

There are wide differences of opin- 
ion onthe question whether a conspir- 
ator who is in conspiracy before and 
after its consummation can be out of 
the conspiracy, in the eyes of the law, 
at the time of its consummation. It is 
because of the subtleties and hair-line 
distinctions involved in this plea that 
the lawyers for Mrs. Snyder have la- 


bored to impress the jury with the 
need for close study.on_this point. 
The.mothers of both defendants were 
in court yesterday. Mrs. Josephine 
Brown, the mother of Mrs. Snyder, 
paid -her first visit to the,court room. 
She was accompanied by a neighbor 
named Mrs. Miller. -Mrs. Brown sat 
in the rear of the court room for a 
while during the morning’s proceed- 
ings and then came forward at the 
noon recess.'

In the afternoon session Mrs. Brown 
took a seat on the left of her daughter 
and a few feet away from the chairs 
occupied by Mrs. Margaret Gray, 
mother of Gray, and Mrs. Harold .Lo- 
gan, his sister. Mrs. Logan issued the 
following statement to the public: 
“I never before realized how much 
quiet tragedy is concealed in the homes 
of people all around us. This is all 
created by evil women. Most of their 
depredations: do not become public. 
Few of their encroachments upon 
happy domestic life come to such a 
pass as the catastrophe in our own 
family. Dozens of letters come to me 
from women who are suffering from 
the other ‘woman’s lack of conscience. 
So many people have written me that 
my mother.and I must not feel all 
alone in this kind of sorrow. Hun- 
dreds of women are standing by men 
whose own lives and = homes ‘are 
wrecked by evil women such as Mrs. 
Snyder. All of them sympathize with 
us. You do not know how wonderful 
it is to feel that we are fortified by 
their kind thoughts. I am so confused 
that I cannot manage to answer: the 
letters of these dear people, so I am 
asking the newspapers to thank them 
for me. One person, however, sent me 
a note that was terrifying. It appeared 
to have been written by some friend 
of Mrs. Snyder. It was threatening. 
But hundreds of expressions of sympa- 
thy have made it seem unimportant.” 


Excused Because of Health. 
The first general laugh which has 
taken place at the trial occurred yes- 
terday. It was provoked by a rather 





humorless incident, but, apparently, 
anything was sufficient to break the 
strain of five days of ceremonious 
gravity. George H. Morrow, talesman 
304, had answered most questions 
satisfactorily, but when asked if he 
knew of any reason why he could not 


make a good juror he mentioned his 
health. He said he had stomach 
trouble and was on a diet. Justice 
Scudder asked him if. he felt .that he 
could stand the strain of jury duty.

During the proceed- 
ings, there passed through Courthouse 
Square a funeral band playing at a 
dirge tempo the hymn, ‘“‘Nearer My 
God -to Thee.” ‘It. was a brass band of 
several pieces. The music came 
through the open windows into the 
courtroom when the musicians were 
a block away. It grew louder, louder 
and louder, as it approached, until 
every one in the court room had 
heard it. Neither of the defendants 
wave any sign of*having noticed it. 
Mr. Wallace, counsel for Mrs. Snyder, 
gave a nervous start in his seat, 
grimaced and then got up and walked 
out of the court room, returning after 
the band was out of hearing.

TAKE VERDICT CALMLY 





Court Is Quickly Cleared by Fascist 
-Militiamen to. Avert a 
Demonstration. 





ROMB, April 22 (%).—The Fascist 
military tribunal, created by Premier 
Mussolini as the supreme court of 
judgment of Black 8S revolutions, 
tonight found Tito Zaniboni, one of 
Italy’s most valorous soldiers and for- 
mer Socialist Deputy, guilty of having 
attempted to assassinate Mussolini on 
the. morning of Nov. 5, 1925, and also 
of having attempted to start an in- 
surrection agai the State. 
The Court condemned Zaniboni to 
thirty years’ imprisonment, perpetual 
deprivation of public office, and im- 
posed several other minor penalties. It 
found General Luigi Capello guilty of 
“necessary complicity” in the same 
crimes and imposed similar penalties. 
It condemned, for “‘unnecessary com- 
plicity,”’ Ulisse Ducci to twelve years 
and one month’s imprisonment; Fer- 
ruccio Nicoloso and Luigi Calligaro to 
ten years ten months and twenty days 
each; Ezo Riva to seven years; ac- 
quitted, Ezio Celotti for lack of proof, 
and condemne dAngelo Ursello, a fugi- 
tive from justice, to thirty years. 
Angelo Calligaro was sentenced to 
four months’ imprisonment for ‘‘an 
outrage”’ against the powers, but was 
absolved. from other accusations for 
the lack of existence of a crime. 
The sentence of the Court, which 
came after the trial had been con- 
ducted with exemplary precision, was 
handed. down at 10:20 o’clock tonight, 
when the tribunal, headed-by General 
Freri_ and composed of Consuls of the 
Fascist Militia, had deliberated for 
nearly four hours. It was calmly re- 
ceived by every one of the accused, 
only General Capello, whose face was 
shrunken into a mask of tragic resig- 
nation, betraying disappointment by 
allowing his jaw to sink forward on 
his breast, while his hands twitched. 
The minor defendants, with the ex- 
ception of Luigi Calligaro, whose face 
was white, stood at attention behind 
the bars like soldiers.. 
When the court, attired in full uni- 
form, filed into the court room, Zani- 
boni became a graven image of self- 
control. Not the slightest pulsation 
disturbed the immobility of his face, 
which, however, gradually during the 
trial had become as haggard as that 
of a man leaving the hospital. 
By some slip in the arrangements the 
prisoners entered the cage with ten 
armed carabineers fully twenty min- 
utes before sentence was delivered..An | 
unbroken and expectant hush held the | 
spectators while the. attendants stood 
at attention awaiting the Judges. 
A hum of approving comment which 
arose from the spectators when Gen- 
eral Capello’s sentence. was read was 
silenced immediately by the sharp 
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command of General Freri. The mo-

Chang Tso-lin Has 350,000 
Men to Oppose 210,000 
in Southern Forces. 





50,000 UNDER WU PEI-FU 





But All Are Anti-Foreign: in Senti- 
ment, Says Expert in Army 
and Navy Journal. 





Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 22. — About 
610,000 men are under arms in the four 
principal military forces figuring in 
the present civil war in China, accord- 
ing to a statement prepared by a mili- 
tary expert for The Army and Navy 
Journal, to be published in its issue 
tomorrow. 

Marshal Chang Tso-lin, war lord of 
North China, is credited with an army 
of 350,000 men. The Southern forces 
are estimated at 210,000, of which 120,- 


000 are credited to General Feng Yu- 
hsiang and 90,000 to General Chiang 
Kai-shek. Occupying neutral ground in 
Central China is a fourth force of 
50,000 men under Marshal Wu Pei-fu. 

The article follows: 

“Chinese names are proverbially dif- 
ficult, but in reality the opposing 
forces, the names of their command- 
ers, their composition and _ their 
strength are not as complicated as 
one might suppose. 

“Briefly, China may be divided into 
three camps, Northerners, Southerners 
and neutrals. The Northerners, whose 
Government is at Peking, roughly con- 
trol all the territory from the borders 
of Manchuria to the Yangtse Valley. 
Their chief, both politically and mili- 
tarily, is Marshal Chang Tso-lin, who, 
with General Chang Tsung-chang of 
Shantung Province, heads the Nofth- 
ern army (or Ankuochun, as it is 
called), composed of 350,000 men. 


Half ‘of Forces Trained. 


“At least half of these forces are 
well-trained, well-equipped and fair 
fighters. They have in small numbers, 
modern armament, including airplanes 
and tanks.

Until very recently its 
strength was estimated at 210,000 com- 
posed of fairly efficient, fairly well- 
equipped troops, whose morale was ex- 
cellent. They were commanded by Gen- 
eral Chiang Kai-shek. Their capital 
was at Hankow and they were openly 
receiving Soviet support and retaining 
in their organization both military and 
political Russian advisers. But Gen- 
eral Chiang, who has steadily become 
more and more opposed to the radical 
element in his faction, definitely de- 
fied his Government on April 19 and 
‘was replaced by General Feng Yu- 
hsiang, who has béen ordered to at- 
tack Chiang. Thus the Southern camp 
is split, with Chiang controlling about 
90,000 and Feng about 120,000 men * * * 

“The neutral camp otcuples middle 
ground in Central China. it is con- 
trolled by Marshal Wu Pei-tu and has 
a force of about 50,000 men.

JAPAN WILL OPPOSE 
~- COMMUNISTS IN CHINA 


Tanaka, ia .Policy . Declaration, 
Warns Nationalists and ‘Hopes 
Russia Will Understand.’

TOKIO, April 22.-In a declaration 
of the new Japanese Government's pol- 
icy today Premier Tanaka clearly in- 


dicated that the period of leaning back 
in China affairs was at an end. 

He warned the Chinese Nationalists 
that Japan would not remain indiffer- 
ent to the spread of commtnism, deé- 
clared that he was prepared to cooper- 
ate with the powers against commu- 
nism under certain conditions and in 
conclusion said he hoped that his stand 
would not be misunderstood by “our 
friendly neighbor, Russia.” 

“In foreign Hey,” said Baron Ta- 
naka, “the situation in China is a 
question of utmost importance and 
urgency to Japan. We have long en- 
tertained a profound sympathy with 
the legitimate aspirations of the Chi- 
nese people and We are determined to 
assist them to attain their end, taking 
into careful consideration the situation 
at home and abroad. | 

‘But I consider that such aspirations 
could be attained.in due order and by 
appropriate meatis, and I am convinced 
that it is not the true desire of the 
Chinese people to disregard such a con- 
sideration and allow the commotion in 
China to grow more intense. 

“Moreovetf, if the legitimate aspira- 
tions of the Chinese people are ful- 
filled they will have no wish to eh- 
danger the present relations between 
China and the powers. The powers 
which have important relations with 
China are not averse to conceding the 
Chinese people’s legitimate demands. 
I have not doubt that there is a way 
to satisfy their demands without caus- 
ing any grave situation between China 
and the powers, and I earnestly hope 
that the Chinese people will give seri- 
ous attention to this consideration.” 

Having thus warned the Chinese Na- 
tionalists that a continuation of disor- 
ders will cause trouble between them 
and the powers in a graver sense than 
before, Baron Tanaka deals with the 
Reds as follows: 

“In the matter of Communist activi- 
ties in China, Japan can hardly re- 
main indifferent, as she is vitally con- 
cerned with the preservation of peace 
in the Orient generally and is so placed 
as to be directly and most deeply af- 
fected by the results of such activity. 

“It also is a matter of extreme im- 
portance from the general viewpoint 
of the peace of the world and the hap- 
piness of mankind in general, and 
Japan is ready to cooperate with the 
powers, after taking into consideration 
the character of the particular prob- 
lems involved, the appropriate time 
and the proposed measures to be taken. 

“I am confident that this stand 
which we take will be well understood 
by our friendly neighbor, Russia.’’

Dr. Hdward H. Hume, President of 
Yale-in-China, who pleaded for a pol- 
icy of active cooperation, suggested 
independent action by the United 
States in dealing with China, early 
furtherance of commercial friendshi 
and reduction of military and nava 
forces as a reassurance to the mod- 
erates and a refutation of the charges 
of radicals that the United States was 
“Just as imperialistic as other na- 
tions.”’ 

Dr. Hume also suggested that an ag- 
gressive enforcement of the Coolidge 
policy of sympathy for China and a 
conference to revise the treaties was 
necessary. To wait, he warned, would 
put the radicals into power and force 
the moderates into the radical camp. 


Peffer Says We Are Drifting. - 


Nathaniel Peffer, writer on Chinese 
affairs, asserted that the United States 
in its Chinese policy was drifting 
blindly and fatalistically to the edge 
of a precipice along a course similar 
to that which the world powers fol- 
lowed prior to 1914. 

The United States, he contended, had 
definitely abandoned its previous pol- 
icy and decided to maintain its posi- 
tion in China by force under the guise 
of “protecting life and property.” 

“What will be saved if the Cantonese 
are obstructed?” he asked. ‘Is our po- 
sition of special privilege in China, 
ours no less than Britain’s?”’ 

Dr. Stanley K. Hornbeck of Harvard 
University approved of the Kellogg 
policy and quoted with approval a 
statement attributed to Senator Borah 
that the United States was doing no 
more than sending soldiers to do police 
duty in China. 

Professor Charles Hodges of New 
York University said the problem 
would have to be answered in terms of 
cooperation. He emphasized the Chi+ 
nese economic situation and declared 
that, high as was the cost of China’s 
chaos to the Chinese, national disorder 
was cheaper for them than order. 

The hostility of the State Department 
to the Cantonese several years ago, he 
continued, had thrown the Chinese into 
the arms of Russia. The department’s 
policy might have been legally correct, 
he said, but it was the wrong policy, 
for the Chinese Nationalists had the 
only constructive program. 

Professor P. T. Lau, formerly of 
Chung Shan University, said the main 
difficulty of the West in understand- 
ing China was the great ocean of mis- 
conceptions regarding the aims of the 
Nationalist movement and criticised 
American correspondents with the ex- 
ception of Thomas F. Millard.

Navy Department Says Our Ships

WASHINGTON, April 22.—Criticisms 
of the concentration of American naval 
vessels at Hankow, far up the Yangtse 
River in Central China, drew from the 
Navy Department today a statement 
that it was merely for the protection 
of Americans in life and property.

REMAIN IN NORTH CHINA. 


Congregational Missionaries Stay at 
Their Posts as Situation Eases. 


Conditions in North China are much 
easier and Congregational missionaries 
there have temporarily halted and may 
cancel their evacuation of posts in the 
Provinces of Chihli, Shantung and 
Shanzi, according to word received 


yesterday at the National Council of 
the Congregational Churches from the 
Rev. A. C. Graves, Treasurer of the 
North China Council, now meeting in 
Tientsin, 

The proposed withdrawal of the mis- 
sionaries was decided upon two weeks 
ago as a precautionary measure. Since 
that time the mission work has been 
carried on by Chinese converts, the 
cable reports. 

Officials of the National Council were 
much encouraged at the news yester- 
day. They declared that the mission- 
aries had not wishéd to withdraw from 
their posts, but had done so at the 
urgent request of the American Con- 
suls in order to avoid embarrassing 
the Government. Yesterday’s news 
confirms their belief that anti-foreign- 
ism was not general in Northern China. 
There are 135 missionary workers, ex- 
cfusive of children, in the stations scat- 
tered through the three provinces. 

A message pledging the loyalty of 800 
students of the Lingnan University, 
Canton, was received by Dr. J. Stew- 
art Nagle, Executive Secretary of the 
New York office of the university. It 
follows:

Appellate Court Denies His Claim 
Against Hoffman Estate. 
Former Congressman J. Van Vechten 
Olcott, husband of the late Laura Hoff- 
man Olcott, daughter of the Rev. 
Charles Frederick Hoffman, lost yes- 
terday his suit against the estate 
of Charles Frederick Hoffman, Inc., 
for a _ fevaluation of his wife's 
interest in the estate of her father, 
the Appellate Division of the Ssu- 
preme Court upholding a dismis- 
sal of his action. The Corporation 
was organized to hold valuable real 
estate left by Dean Hoffman, and a 
fourth of the stock was issued to Mrs.

went to the issue of the other children.

The representatives of Poland, 
Rumania and Finland; speaking for 
themselves and for Esthonia and Lat- 
via, asked to be excused from ratify- 
ing the convention unless Russia signs 
it. Chile agreed with Russia’s neigh- 
bors, referring indirectly to the with- 
drawal of Brazil from the League and 
to the moral dissociation of ‘ Peru 
and Bolivia and declaring there were 
certain States which could not ratify 
the disarmament convention without 
simultaneous ratification by other 
countries. This shows to what point 
the disarmament pro; has fallen. 
Germany, taking advantage of the 
occasion offered by the discussion. of 
the French project concerning ratifica- 
tion, submitted the following general 
reservation: ‘‘The draft convention 
does not enable us at present to gauge 
whether certain fundamental condi- 
tions will be fulfilled, conditions which 
were stated during the discussion in 
the third session of the Preparatory 
Committee and failing which Germany 
could not consider the convention as 
a first step toward general disarma- 
ment.

EDSEL FORD'S ANNOYER 
ADMITS STEALING $486 


E. G. Day Pleads Guilty in White 
Plains Court—Declares He 
Foresees Boy’s Death.

WHITE’ PLAINS, N. J., April 22.— 
Edmund G, Day, 28 years old, who was 
arrested in Gulfport, Miss., a month 
ago onthe charge of attempting to 
blackmail Edsel Ford, pleaded guilty 
today before County Judge William F. 
Bleakley here to a charge of 
larceny involving the theft of $486 be- 
longing to Stanley G. Budd, proprietor 
of a hotel in Peekskill, in November, 


Day wrote several letters to Mr. 
Ford, in one of which he referred: to 
‘a mistake in life’ he had made in 
‘Peekskill. This led to the discovery 
that he was wanted for the theft of 
the hotel funds. Budd and Assistant 
District Attorney Frank Coyne went 
to Gulfport and obtained Day’s extra- 
dition, although he fought extradition 
with the aid of the proprietor of a 
hotel in Biloxi, Miss., where he was 
employed. 

In his letters to Mr. Ford, Day said 
that Mr. Ford’s nine-year-old son 
would die in June, but that he could 
give information that would save the 
boy’s life for $100,000. He escaped 
prosecution on the charge of attempted 
blackmail as the letters did not come 
within the Mississippi blackmail laws. 

Day told County Judge Bleakley to- 
day that he had power to foretell the 
future and that he still believed that 
Mr. Ford’s son was destined to die. 

“I could tell him the nature of the 
disease,’’ he added, ‘‘and a man with 
— resources could save the boy’s 

e.”” 

Day was remanded for sentence. 
Meanwhile alienists will examine him.

The Catholic News in its issue of 
today, which has three editorials up- 
holding Governor Smith’s reply to 
Charles C. Marshall, quotes an article 
by Bishop Francis J, McConnell of 
the Methodist Church in the April 14 
issue of The Christian Advocate, a 
Methodist weekly, supporting Gov- 
ernor Smith’s contention that both the 
Catholic and Protestant churches take 
the same position with respect to the 
separation of Church and State. 

After recalling that Mr. Marshall in 
his original letter asserted that the 
Catholic Church holds that if conflict 
arises the Church must prevail over 
the State, that Governor Smith qucted 
Catholic authorities in denial of this, 
and that the Governor quoted from 
Article XXXVII of the Episcopal 
Chure:: showing that that Church lim- 
ited the power of the State to tem- 


poral affairs, The Catholic News con- 
tinued: 

“If the Governor had read the Chris- 
tian Advocate of April 14 before he 
prepared his reply to Mr. Marshall he 
could have quoted similar testimony 
from a Methodist Bishop. In the 
Methodist weekly of that. date Bishop 
Francis J. McConnell, writing of ‘‘The 
Religious Situation in Mexico,” says: 

Looked at abstractly, such interference by 
the State in religious activities is bad. There 
is abroad in the world today altogether too 
much of the spirit that would make the 
State supreme over the Church, rather than 
leave each supreme in its field. In truth, 
the State itself has become the object of 
religious worship with multitudes of persons 
who are indifferent to the Church, Even 
inside Church circles I know scores of per- 
sons in the United States who are much 
more devout toward the flag than they would 
ever think of being toward any distinctively 
religious object whatsoever. 

There are even a good many ministers in 
our land who can remain perfectly calm 
when the most sacred conceptions of Chris- 
tianity are attacked, but who blaze with 
holy wrath at anything which seems to 
them like sacrilege in an attitude toward 
the nation. There are of us to whom 
the Constitution of the ited States is 
much more to be revered than are the Holy 
Scriptures, A year or two ago, in a sermon 
in New York City, I thought I was on good, 
safe, triotic ground in quoting a remark 
which Bishop ‘simpson made during the Civil 
War: “Nail the United States fla high 
as you please, but nail it beneath a 
This, of course, had no reference to an 
organized Church.

The Living Church, an Episcopal

recognize no power in tne institutions

‘Wheeler Says Some States In South 


Will Fight Him. 


If Governor Smith receives the Dem- 
ocratic nomination for President on an 
anti-prohibition platform, he will lose 
the support of several southern States, 
Wayne B. Wheeler of Washington, 
general counsel of the Anti-Saloon 
League, said last night at the Hotel 
Pennsylvania. Mr. Wheeler will debate 
with Clarence Darrow on Prohibition 
at Carnegie Hall tonight. 

Mr. Wheeler praised Governor Smith's 
explanation of his stand on the relig- 
ious issue in reply to the Marshall 
letter. “It was a good, straightforward 
reply,” said Mr. Wheeler, “but it 
doesn’t affect the liquor question. If 
Governor Smith would set forth his 
views on the Eighteenth Amendment 
and its enforcement it would serve a 
better purpose than expressing his re- 
ligious opinions. Running on a wet 
platform, he would lose the vote of 
Tennessee, Kentucky, and possibly 
other Southern states. He would re- 
ceive the lightest vote that the South 
has ever given to a Democratic candi- 
date. 

“Friends of prohibition enforcement 
could ‘have no objection to such Demo- 
cratic candidates as Senator Glass, 
McAdoo, Senator Owen of Oklahoma, 
Governor Donahey of Ohio, Senator 
Barclay of Kentucky and former Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Meredith. On 
the Republican. side ex-Governor Low- 
den of Illinois has always been satis- 
factory to us.

Chain Farms in the 
Mid-West. 


CEDAR RAPIDS, Iowa, April 22.— 
Former Governor William L. Harding 
of Iowa, who is a potential candidate 
for the United States Senate to suc- 
ceed Senator Steck, told the farm- 
ers at Independence today that the 
day was coming when there would be 
mergers of farm interests in this and 
other States for the purpose of cut- 
ting down the overhead expense. He 
predicted there would be two classes 
of farms in the future—the small and 
intensely cultivated, and the areas as 
large as townships, owned and operated 
by huge concerns, incorporated, and 
with stocks in the enterprises widely 
held. 

“Right at this time,” he said, ‘‘cer- 
tain Eastern elements are buying Mid- 
West farm mortgages and establishing 
chains of huge farm areas to be culti- 
vated by the modern applied methods, 
and the movement is bound to spread.” 

Mr. Harding told the farmers that 
the election of President Coolidge was 
a certainty. 

“The President is a canny individ- 
ual,” he said, ‘‘cautious, reflective and 
not to be stampeded. 

“My travels over the Mid-West for 
the last six months convince me that 
not more than 25 per cent. of the 
farmers of those States are aggrieved 
because the McNary-Haugen bill 
failed to become a law.

Accept Record Purse for a Six- 
Round Bout at Catholic 
Charity Show. 


$25,000 FOR EACH BOXER 


Compromise Is Effected by. Skilling 
for Match at Polo Grounds 
: June 15. 


By JAMES P. DAWSON. 


A $50,000 six-round bout for New 
York was signed yesterday, adding 
another page to pugilistic history and 
high finance. Sid Terris, east side 
will-o’-the-wisp, and Ruby Goldstein, 
rival east sider, through their respec- 
tive managers, Abe Katz and Hymie 
Cantor, affixed their signatures to 
contracts calling for a battle of half 
a dozen rounds as the feature of the 
charity outdoor boxing carnival to be 
conducted June 15 at the Polo Grounds 
for the Catholic Boys’ Clubs of the 
Archdiocese of New York. Although 
no official announcement was made, 
it is understood each battler is to re- 
ceive $25,000. 

The match originally was sought as 
a ten-round attraction and Terris was 
agreeable, but Goldstein demurred. 
For a ten-round battle Terris was be- 
ing guaranteed $32,500, so it is report- 
ed by the fistic grapevine route, and 
Goldstein was to have received $25,000. 
For the lesser distance the compromise 
was effected. 

It is a record sum for a short ring 
quarrel and, what is more, it is a 
staggering expenditure for a charity 
card. It is the highest amount ever 
paid to either boxer. 

Each boxer is obligated to post a 
forfeit of $5,000, it was announced. 
This sum is to go as an appearance 
forfeit, the precaution being taken, 
apparently, as a protection against 
the non-appearanc* of Goldstein, who 
has unexpectedly withdraw from sev- 
eral local matches. In the event of a 
default by either boxer, the offender’s 
money will be collected by the State 


Athletic Commission and turned over 
to some worthy charity. The match 
was signed yesterday at 138 pounds. 

Deputy Dan Skilling of the State 
Athletic Commission directed the sign- 
ing, working for the interests of the 
charitable cause. He has completed 
plans for a match of ten rounds be- 
tween Ace Hudkins and Sergeant 
Sammy Baker anu has practically 
completed plans for another ten- 
rounder between Billy Petrolle and 
Mushy Callahan. 


Chicago interests are seeking the 
proposed September battle in which 
Gene Tunney will defend his heavy- 
weight title against the best of Pro- 
moter Tex Rickard’s heavyweight 
eliminators, according to a_ report 
which drifted back East yesterday. It 
is said that representatives of a Chi- 
cago syndicate, including a member of 
the Illinois Boxing Commission and a 
member of Chicago’s Board of Com- 
merce, are to come to this city next 
week to invite Rickard to take his 
title extravanganza to Grant Park, 
with its seating capacity of more than 
150,000 and its financial possibilities 
of a $2,000,000 ‘‘gate.”’ 

The Chicago syndicate, the report 
has it, wants to hold the match itself, 
buying the privilege from Rickard, or 
share half and half with the promoter 
in the enterprise. Rickard, thexgfore, 
if the report is true, will find Phifadel- 
phia, New Jersey and Chicago avail- 
able for the proposed title tilt, if New 
York frowns on the match as it did on 
the Dempsey-Tunriey battle. 


The settlement effected with Pro- 
moter Tom Goodwin of Boston, which 
removes Hub opposition to the Jack 
Sharkey-Jim Maloney heavyweight 
bout scheduled for May 19 at the 
Yankee Stadium, was made without 
cost to Promoter Rickard, according to 
word received here yesterday. Good- 
win withdrew his claim to Maloney’s 
services, and to the services of Sharkey 
as well, it is presumed, after receiving 
assurance that Maloney would box for 
him in his first fight after the May 19 
engagement, it is reported. 


Walk Miller, manager of Young Strib- 
ling, is looking forward to a heavy- 
weight. battle for the Georgian follow- 
ing Stribling’s bout with Tommy 
Loughran at Ebbets Field, May 3. 
Miller yesterday announced he had 
been informed of a show planned for 
June 29 at the Polo Grounds by the 
State American Legion, at which Strib- 
ling, if plans materialize, will face 
either the winner of the Sharkey-Ma- 
loney bout, Harry Wills or Tom 
Heeney.

Dempsey Starts Ring Work 
In Comeback Drive for Title 





Jack Wants to Meet Tunney Late in the Summer for Crown and Side 
Bet of From $5,000 to $500,000—Tunney’s Proposed 
London Exhibition Apparently Off. 





Gene Tunney’s expectation expressed 
on Thursday that Jack Dempsey 
would come back to the ring and that 
he would meet him for the heavy- 
weight title next September if the 
former champion was victorious in a 
previous elimination bout, was borne 


out yesterday by a report from the 
Coast given out by The Associated 
Press. 

Tunney’s contemplated trip abroad 
to engage in an exhibition in London 
in June probably will be canceled to- 
day. This was the announcement yes- 
terday of Manager Billy Gibson and 
Bill McCabe, when expected develop- 
ments failed to materialize. The ab- 
sence of concrete assurance of the 
guarantee promised Tunney for the 
trip to England caused the proposed 
change in the champion’s plans, for 
up to last night the titleholder had 
not received expected information as 
to the arrangement of this important 
detail. 

The Coast dispatch, dated from Loz 
Angeles and setting forth Dempsey’s 
actions and plans, follows: 

Jack Dempsey has started ring work 
at his comeback camp in the San 
Rafael Mountains north of here for a 
return fight with Gene Tunney, which 
he hopes will bring back the heavy- 
weight title he dropped to the big 
marine. \ 

Thirty days felling trees, cutting and 
hauling firewood, hustling logs for 
roadbeds and other labor has stripped 


eleven pounds of fat off Dempsey’s 
big frame, and yesterday he weighed 
in-at 200 pounds. He stepped into his 
outdoor ring and raced through two 
rounds with the weights, a. couple 
more with the punching bag, then 
two with the 200-pound sandbag, ana 
finished off with five minutes of shad- 
ow boxing. 

Dempsey paused in his workout to 
volunteer that a return bout with 
Tunney probably late this Summer, 
for a side bet of from $5,000 to $500,000 
would be his idea of ‘settling the 
heavyweight championship question. 

“IT don’t need a doctor to tell me I’m 
feeling better than I ever felt. before. 
I’m confident that I can come back— 
better than ever,’’ he said. 


“For the first time I have gotten 
out from under the strain that must 
wear down a champion. Now all I 
have to do is fight. Tunney can do 
the worrying. If I meet Tunney again 
I will regain the heavyweight cham- 
pionship. If the fight world thinks I 
should take on some warming up 
fights I’m willing to do it.”” 

Gus Wilson, Dempsey’s manager, 
will leave for New York Saturday on 
business in connection with Tex Rick- 
ard’s plans for Dempsey’s next fight. 

Dempsey believes that he will be 
ready to fight by July 4, but in event 
a return match with Tunney is ar- 
ranged, he probably will meet the 
champion on Labor Day. Wilson is 
expected to line up some _ sparring 
Partners for Dempsey on his New 
York visit.

Broadcasting will go on as usual 
after midnight tomorrow, when the 
sixty-day period granted by the new 
radio law for broadcasters to apply for 
new licenses expires. All stations which 
have applied for licenses will obtain 
temporary permits until the Federal 
Radio Commission has an opportunity 
to issue permanent licenses, according 
to H. L. Bogardus, acting radio super- 
visor in New York.* He said that out 
of the sixty-one stations in the Second 
District only a few had not applied for 


licenses, and unless they act today they 
would be forced to stop operations. He 
said the names ofthe delinquent few 
could not be revealed at this time.

All-American Concert. 


A concert of ‘‘American music by 
American artists,”” the second of its 
kind. and origin,~was- given under.the 
‘auspices of the: American Academy’ of 
Arts and ‘Letters yesterday afternoon 
in Carnegie Hall. The participants 
were the American Orchestral Society, 
Chalmers Clifton conductor; Martha 
Attwood, soprano: Francis MacMillen, 
violinist, and: Ernest Schelling, pianist 
and composer, The orchestral com ms 
tions were Chadwick’s* ‘“Melpom 
overture; Loeffler’s symphonic onal 
‘‘Memories of My Childhood’; Henry 
Hadley’s tone poem after Vondel, 
‘‘Lucifer,”” and Schelling’s Fantastic 
Suite for piano and orchestra. Songs 
sung by Miss Atwood were John Pow- 
ell’s.‘‘Heartsease,’”’ Edgar ’ Stillman 
Kelley's ‘‘Lady Picking Mulberries,”’ 
Marion ‘Bauer’s ‘“‘Epitaph of a Butter- 
fly’ and Arthur Whiting’s song, ‘“‘A 
Birthday.” Mr. MacMillen played Cecil 
Burleigh’s ‘‘Fairyland,” Edna Gussen’s 
“Flagebdlets,’? MacMillen’s Barcarole’’ 
and David: Giuon’s arrangement of 
“Turkey in the Straw.” None of these 
compositions,»as it -will be seen, was 
wildly radical hue, and there are Amer- 
ican.composers outside the philosophy 
of. yestert 8 program. 

The composers represented were of 
the older school. But the Chadwick 
of the “Melpomene” overture is a 
musician of youthful, earnest and 
idealistic spirit, This overture fol- 
lowed soon after Mr. Chadwick’s re- 
turn from.study in Germany in the 
80s. ‘There is the careful observ- 
ance of classic form, and evidence of 
the influence of Brahms, but there is 
more than form and a student’s con- 
scientiousness in the music. There is 
genuine and deeply felt homage to the 
classic. Greek spirit; there is“nobility, 
almost austerity of thought, and a 
climak that still, after m years 
and after much water flowed under 
the musical bridges, stirs and im- 
presses the hearer. The date of a com- 
position is not the measure of its age. 
Beethoven is a young composer with 
a future. Mr. Chadwick’s early over- 
ture, more .than forty years old in 
point of time, was considerably 
younger than other works that figured 
on yesterday’s program. 

Mr. Loeffier's memories are of a 
childhood spent far from America, in 
a land where the Volga boat song was 
known long before it was discovered 
and performed ad nauseum here. His 
score has been performed in this city 
by distinguished symphonic bodies. 
How near the conductors came to the 
wishes of the composer can only be 
conjectured, but Mr. Clifton’s treat- 
ment of Mr. Loeffler’s music impressed 
this writer as being, on the whole, the 
best and most sympathetic ihterpreta- 
tion.of this score that he has heard. 
The performance was significant of 
detail, warmly colored, poetic in spirit; 
the music had not before been as con- 
vincing, as coherent atid eloéguent. of 
its subject. 

There was also a brilliant perform- 
ance, in which the composer took part, 
of Mr. Hadley’s piece, which is bom-' 
bastic, unoriginal, sensational in the 
employment of orchestral means that 
suggest Richard Strauss. In this tone 
poem is heard the voice of Gabriel’s 
trumpet, proclaiming the goodness of 
God; the theme of Lucifer; a chorale 
theme assoeiated with the composer’s 
thought of angel voices; a calm theme; 
battle music and what not; a-.finale 
“with the Gabriel theme given out 
fortissimo by trumpets stationed in 
the auditorium.’’ r. Hadley con- 
ducted the performance of “his wofk, 
now urging on the .orchestra, now 
turning to the trumpeters’in the gal- 
leries. He and his composition were 
rapturously applauded. The songs, thé 
violin pieces, the scintillating music: of 
Mr. Schelling and his own scintillating 
performance of it, were foils to the4 
preceding tumult and battle, and the 
“Suite. Fantastique’’ brought a r iy 
end of the concert. 


ROLAND HAYES SINGS 
A VARIETY OF SONGS 


Throng in Ceniaihe Hall Appland 
Negro Tenor in Classic, Mod- 
 ernand Negro Folk Music. 


Roland Hayes, , famous . American 
negro tenor, sang last night~ in -Car- 
negie Hall to a capacity house a pro- 
gram of classic, modern and negro folk 
music.to which he brought all the re- 
sources of natural talent and acquired 
art which have won him the admira- 
tion of music lovers the world over. 
The unique gifts of this artist in the 
interpretation of music covering a wide 
range of style and period have through 
his frequent apeparances in this city 
become well known to the éoncert- 
going public. All these characteristics 
were in evidence last night: The re- 
finement of style, the ‘delicate re- 
straint, and the clear diction, coupled 
with emotional fervor and, -in the spir- 
ituals, a naiveté colored with the poig- 
nant yearning of his race. 

Mr. Hayes introduced -his program 
with three songs of the 17th and 18th 
centuries, J. W. Franck’s “Sei Nur 
Still,” Lulli’s ‘‘Charmants Ruisseaux,”’ 
and Caccini’s ‘‘Amarilli,”” to which he 
brought his familiar qualities of deli- 
cate nuance and sense of melodic line. 
It may indeed be said that in the large 
auditorium some of the numbers suf- 
fered somewhat from: an . over-refine- 
ment of style, with resultant loss of 
vocal resonance and carrying power, 
and even occasional huskiness of tone. 

The second group was devoted to 
three Schubert lieder, ‘‘Schwanenge- 
sang,” “‘Der Jingling an der Quelle,’’ 
which was' repeated, and “Die Liebe 
hat gelogen’’; also. Schumann’s ‘‘Der 
Nussbaum” and “Ich hab in Traum 
geweinet.”” To this group he added as 
encore a setting of Paul Laurence 
Dunbar’s ‘‘Dawn.” 

George Henschel’s ‘‘Morning Hymn,” 
sung with admirable legato and sus- 
tained tone; Jensen’s ‘‘Murmuring 
Zephyrs,” raised from its inherent 
sentimentality by the restrained art of 
the singer; Warren Storey-Smith’s “A 
Caravan From China Comes,’’ filled 
with exotic warmth and atmosphere, 
and Roger Quilter’s. familiar ‘‘Love’s 
Philosophy’ made up the following 
group, which was followed by four 
spirituals, including the singer’s own 
arrangement of ‘“‘Deep River.”” The 
audience was reluctant to leave and 
Mr. Hayes added several encores. 
William Lawrence, @ho has often ap- 
peared with Mr. Hayes, provided piano 
accompaniments of impeccable taste 
and musical understanding.

SHAKESPEARE‘AS’REPORTER 


The Bard, ‘Being “Ultfa-Modern in 
His Methods, Is Coolly Re- 
celved at Court. 


The eighty-first annual production of 
the Hasty Pudding Club of Harvard, 
performed last night at Mecca Temple, 
showed.a thorough’ knowledge of Eng- 
lish 2‘by the. authors and also the 
shadow of the approaching divisional 
examinations. It is in Hnglish*2 that 


the urge to parody Shakespeare be- 
comes. overwhelming, and divisionals, 
if you ask. any Harvard man, speak for 
themselves. 

The offering, which was named 
“Gentlemen, the Queen,’’ was written 
by J..O.. Whedon,:a senior, and E. F. 
Clark, a junior. Just who the Queen 
was remained rather indefinite, as 
Elizabeth, Queen Mayme of Mono- 
mania (who appeared for the first time 
bearing ganders in a basket), Queen 
Dollalolla, Princess Huncamunca all 
tripped Pian across the stage.

Producers to Carry Fight on 
“Tyrannical” Practices to 
Supreme Court Monday. 


WANT TO DEAL FREELY 


A. G. Hays to Argue Dramatists’ 
Right to Collective Bargaining— 
Both Sides See Battle as Basic. 


Another clash in the battle of rights 
between theatrical producers and au- 
thors will take place in court Monday 
morning when the Shuberts face the 
Dramatists’ Guild of America before 
Justice Tierney in the Supreme Court. 

William Klein, representing the Shu- 
derts, will seek an injunction restrain- 
ing the Guild from practices con- 
sidered tyrannical and unlawful. Ar- 
thur Garfield Hays, representing the 
Guild, will defend that organization on 
the ground that the practices objected 
to by the Shuberts involve the Guild's 
right to enter into collective bargain- 
ing with producers. 

In statements issued yesterday by 
opposing counsel it was made clear 
that the contest was fundamental. The 
Shuberts claim the right to ‘‘deal free- 
ly and without unlawful interference 
or intimidation with authors, play- 
wrights and composers.” The Guild’s 
denial of that right, according to Mr. 
Klein, ‘‘strikes at the very root of the 
Shuberts’ business and value of its 
properties and good-will.”

GUEDALLA T0 WRITE 
PLAY OF NAPOLEON 


British Historian’s Drama for 
Crosby Gaige to Be Called 
“The Painted Emperor.” 


BASED ON AUTHOR'S BOOK 


Play to Be Produced Here Before 
the Christmas Holiday—Essayist 
Salls for England. 


Philip Guedalla, British historian and 
essayist, has been engaged by Crosby 
Gaige to write a play based on the life 
of Napoleon III, it was learned prior 
to Mr. Guedalla’s departure on the Ma- 
jestic last night. 
called ‘“‘The Painted’ Emperor’ and 
most of it, it is said, will be based on 
Mr. Guedalla’s book, ‘“‘The Second Em- 
pire.””’ Mr. Gaige will receive the man- 
uscript in October and the play will be 
presented before the Christmas holi- 
days. 

The British author, who is head of 
the Zionist movement in England, ar- 
rived in New York in January on his 
first visit to America and has since 
been on a lecture tour. According to 
an interview printed in Tom TIMmps on 
Jan. 30, Mr. Guedalla had an outline 
then of his contemplated biographical 
play. 

‘““*Think of Napoleon III as movie 
material,’”’ he said. ‘‘ ‘He starts as 
a political exile, then comes to Amer- 
ica for a year as a Prince nobody 
knows or wants to know; then makes 
two unsuccessful attempts to return 
to France, one ending in his capture. 
Imprisonment for six years follows, 
ending in a sensational escape. He 
does get back to France, makes him- 
self Emperor, marries the most beau- 
tiful woman of the day, is Emperor 
for eighteen years of a gorgeous reign, 
dominating Europe and very nearly 
dominating Central America and Mex- 
0. 

“Then it ends in the terrific ca- 
tastrophe of 1870, with his country 
smashed and ruined; finally his death 
in exile. One’s hair curls at his story. 
What a film it would make if a sce- 
narist had invented it! But, because it 
is history, it is overlooked.’ ”

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Two AMBASSADORS AGREE, 

When the American Ambassador to 
England and the British Ambassador 
to the United States make speeches 
embodying the same idea, we may be 
sure that they are expressing the 
views not only of their Govern- 
ments but of their peoples. Sir EsME 
Howarp has. more than once taken 
Occasion to say in this country that 
anything like a formal alliance be- 
tween the United States and Great 
Britain should be regarded as out of 
the question. This sentiment was 
heartily seconded by Mr. HoucGHTON 
in an address which, as American 
Ambassador, he made yesterday in 
Manchester, England. There is no 
meed to suppose that either he or 
Sir Esme spoke under instructions. 
Trey need no instructions regarding 
the settled policies of their Govern- 
ments or the predominant feeling of 
their nations. Both countries have 
long been in the mood to work with 
each other when they have a com- 
mon international cause; neither has 
sought to bind the other to it by the 
explicit agreements and undertakings 
of a treaty. 

Mr. HoucuTon showed how unwise 
this would be. It would at once create 
suspicion in all other lands and lead 
to a powerful combination against 
an Anglo-Saxon alliance. Instead of 
making the two nations stronger and 
safer, it woul expose them to fresh 
perils. Such a treaty uniting Great 
Britain and America might be thought 
of or excused as a means of preserv- 
ing international peace; yet, in real- 
ity, it might have a direct effect in 
bringing about the war which it was 
its professed purpose to prevent. 
Much better than any written docu- 
ment is the tacit understanding which 
makes Americans and Englishmen feel 
that in many of their interests they 
are one, and that they can be counted 
upon instinctively to stand together 
whenever the need arises and is vivid 
in the consciousness of both nations. 
As Ambassador HovucutTon said, the 
common reason which may bring the 
two nations together is much more 
important, and may be much more 
effective, than any obligation set down 
in writing. 

The Ambassador might have added 
that a treaty of alliance between the 
United States and England is not only 
inexpedient and undesired, but is im- 
possible. To be of any value it would 
have to be secret—at least in some 
of its clauses—and secret treaties were 
unknown to the United States, even 
before the League of Nations put its 
ban upon such things. Of course, we 
had the positive assertion of a learned, 
or else rash, American professor be- 
fore the war that such a secret treaty 
between England and America did 
exist. This gave great comfort to 
German controversialists. But. neither 
they nor anybody else could produce 
a line of such a document, the exis- 
tence of which, furthermore, was of- 
ficially denied by our Department of 
State. 


SENATOR NORRIS SHUDDERS. 

Senator Norris’s fear of a Presiden- 
tial ‘third term may be unconsciously 
inspired: by his large stock of objec- 
tions to Mr, Coo.ivce; and he himself 
is Senator BrookHart’s candidate for 


President. It is curious to see this’ 


Progressive repeating the old Jeffer- 
sonian emotion and regarding the third 
term as “a long step toward a mo- 
narchical form of government.” The 
Jeff rsonian obsession may have been 
excusable at first, though we have the 


‘licans. 





impression that JEFFERSON in one of 
his innumerable letters indicated his 
readiness to take another term if it 
was necessary thereby to save the 
Government from monarchy. The ar- 
gument from tradition has its force to 
this ‘extent; that it makes it harder 
for any person to get a third term, 

All the cry about the “peril” of a 
third term is forced. The number of 
men who would like to be President is 
always so large that “rotation” is 
dear to them. If Mr. Coompes is re- 
nominated, the Democrats ‘and his 
other opponents will howl at the third 
term. If he is not renominated, they 
will “ point with scorn” at the Repub- 
“You acknowledge Mr. CooL- 
ipce’s Administration was a. failure.” 
All the enemies a President has to 
make, all the ambitions he. stands in 
the way of, are formidable obstacles to 
his getting a third term; for we leave 
out the hair-splitting about the suc- 
cession of. the Vice President.. Mr. 
Cooxipce as ‘a danger to our institu- 
tions” is deliciously comic. 

If the people want him, as some of 
his boomers say, they. will have him. 
Mr. Norris exaggerates the power of 
the Federal machine. What could it 
do in the President’s own State for 
the President’s candidate for Senator? 
But suppose its power were “un- 
limited” in every State. It could 
force a nomination. It could not, force 
an election. Doesn’t Mr. Norris’s 
memory go back as far as General 
Harrison in 1892; at. least as far as 
Mr. Tarr in 1912? ‘Except in the 
Southern States the Federal machine 
is weak compared to what it used to 
be. It may fairly be assumed that 
Mr. COOLIDGE, if he wants a renomi- 
nation, doesn’t want it if it can only 
be had by means of . delegates from 
States that would give him no votes, 
and in the face of opposition threaten- 
ing to divide the party in Republican 
States. 

He is a political realist, if there is 
one. He will not invite defeat. Even 
Mr. Norris will scarcely describe him 
as rash or given to gambling. The 
Nebraska Senator is unjust to the 
President’s intelligence. He is more 
unjust to the intelligence of the 
American people. They are the judges. 
Nobody knows what their decision will 
be, if they have to make one; but 
perhaps they would not be deeply im- 
pressed by solemn warnings against a 
“monarchical form of government,” 
“profiteering millionaires” and “ mo- 
nopolistic combines.” They get so 
much advice that they can’t keep track 
of it. 


THE LONDON BANK RATE. 

From one point of view, Thursday’s 
réduction of the Bank of England dis- 
count rate from 5 per cent. to 4%, 
after the 5 per cent. rate had been 
maintained unchanged for sixteen 
months, merely followed the course of 
other European money markets. Fall in 
open-market money rates and reduc- 
tion of the official bank rates have been 
characteristic of the period. The Bank 
of France had lowered its rate from 
7% per cent. to 5 before the Bank of 
England acted, the German Reichs- 
bank from 7 to 5; bank rates have 
been cut at Vienna from 8 per cent. to 
6, at Prague from 6 to 5, at Brussels 
from 7 to 6, Bopthis noteworthy and 
very general movement there were va- 
rious visible causes—solution of a crit- 
ical problem of the currency at Paris 
and Brussels, slackening of trade ac- 
tivity in cities such as Vienna and 
Prague, inflow of foreign capital to 
nearly all of the Continental markets. 
But the essential fact was that, for 
the first time since the war, money 
rates on the European markets were 
nearly back to the pre-war figure. 

“When sweeping changes of the kind 
previously occurred in Europe, the 
Bank of England was usually the 
first to move. That it did not on 
this occasion, that it had kept its rate 
throughout 1926 at the highest level 
reached in more than five years and 2 
per cent. above the rate of 1922 and 
1923, was attributable to certain con- 
siderations peculiar to Great Britain— 
first, uncertainty whether the Bank of 
England could keep its gold reserve 
intact after return to free gold pay- 
ments in 1925; second, greatly in- 
creased misgiving which surrounded 
that question when the labor troubles 
of 1926 completely deranged the coun- 
try’s home and foreign trade. The 
policy of holding the bank rate much 
higher than the open London market 
was pursued with the avowed purpose 
of throwing all possible influence 
against the outflow of gold from 
London. 

Actual results have shown that the 
precautions may have been unneces- 
sary. Although the strike embargo 
prevailed during more than half of 
1926, and although that year’s British 
export trade was so far reduced that, 
according to the Board of Trade, the 
international balance on all accounts 
combined ran against Great Britain 
for the first time since the war, there 
was no disastrous outpour of gold. In 
the whole of 1926 gold exports were 
less by £22,000,000 than in either 1925 
or 1924, During the year since the 
strike began, last May, the Bank of 
England has added £7,500,000 to its 
gold reserve, whereas it lost £9,300,- 
000 in the corresponding period a year 
before. 

Ten days ago the British Govern- 
ment’s opinion of the situation was 
expressed by the annoygncement in the 
Chancellor's budget speech that the 
$300,000,000 New York ‘‘.gold credit,”’ 
established as a safeguard when gold 
payments were resumed in April, 1925, 
would not be renewed on its tion 1 





this month. The lowering of the Bank 
of England’s rate is further recogni- 
tion of the success- with which the 
gold-payment policy has been pursued, 
under what was perhaps the most 
exacting economic test that could have 
been incurred. ~ 


MODERN CRUMPLED ROSE LEAVES. 

_ Discontent with things as they are 
keeps the world changing, whether or 
not it makes changes for the better. 
A dislike of modern comfort has made 
itself apparent recently. It is not for 
us to know whether the essayists who 
turn a contemptuous eye on the con- 
veniences of modern life also turn 
their backs on them. If they are sin- 
cere, they must do so. For they are 
bitter in their attack on the telephone, 
the e the motor car, women’s 
clothe en’s seem to be uncom- 
fortable enough to escape attack), 
food in cans and cartons, electric 
light and small apartments. There 
can be no doubt that they are trying 
to make us see the danger in ease, 
and perhaps to win converts to the 
cause of tin bathtubs, oil lamps, and 
large, draughty: rooms, 

The outstanding fighters for the 
good old uncomfortable days are writ- 
ers who know how to turn a pen into 
@ weapon, In this) month’s Vanity 
Fair, for example, ALpous Hux.Ley 
takes a few shots at overstuffed fur- 
niture, and in next month’s Harper’s 
Mrs, GEROULD complains of overheated 
rooms. They know how to express 
their scorn of all the new contraptions 
for making life:easier, and they make 
it plain that it is the new devices that 
they resent. Both use the word com- 
fort in their titles, one preceding it 
by “modern,” the other by “ new.” 

Mrs. GEROULD assents to the gen- 
eral proposition that the means of 
comfort have been enormously in- 
creased. But “for the comfort of 
“having heat and light and food with- 
“out our personal labor we have 
“given up the comforts of space and 
“solitude.” For every labor-saving 
device that may be mentioned, she 
can point to an advantage lost. For 
every rotor that speeds one safely to 
an engagement, she can point to a 
bump in the road. . For every healthy, 
scrubbed child, she ‘will indicate an 
adult who has cracked his head on a 
porcelain tub. If we have gained 
freedom to live apart, in tiny, easily 
kept apartments, with no great ag- 
gregation of relatives to question our 
comings and goings, we have only 
flung off the fetters of the clan to 
become the slaves of legislation. Even 
worse than that, our lives are stand- 
ardized by “the enforced publicity of 
existence,” for any one can get us on 
the telephone. 

An inquiring and philosophical at- 
titude is adopted by Mr. Hvuxtey. 
Why is it that we are living suddenly 
in “padded luxury”? Soft chairs, 
downy beds, central heating, sanitary 
plumbing and much other apparatus 
for making life agreeable were possible 
to people three hundred years ago. In 
fact, some luxuries surpassing even 
those of today were known and used 
by the Romans of two thousand years 
ago. It was the state of mind of our 
ancestors that prevented their luxuri- 
ating. “ Discomfort fitted in with their 
“principles and prejudices, political, 
“moral and religious.” Chairs were 
hard because dignity had to sit up 
straight. Rooms of the great were 
enormous and chilly, but they sym- 
bolized the grandeur of the occupant. 
When every one was engaged in being 
impressive to inferiors and respectful 
to superiors, there could be no lolling 
in deep-cushioned chairs. When the 
old hierarchies broke up, and defer- 
ence was no longer necessary in the 
same degree, sprawling at ease be- 
came the fashion, 

The evil effects of so much comfort 
are seen by Mr. Hux.tey in much the 
same light as when viewed by Mrs. 
GEROULD. “One day, perhaps, the 
“earth will have been turned into one 
“vast featherbed, with man’s body 
“dozing on top of it, and his mind un- 
“derneath, like Desdemona, smoth- 
“ered.” The less pessimistic may 
think that the man who can devise 
such ease will be able to use it suc- 
cessfully and adapt himself to it. 


BACKING THE MERIT SYSTEM. 

When President Kapitan of the Civil 
Service Commission appeared before 
the Board of Estimate he made such 
an: eloquent plea: for help that the 
board gave it to him in full measure: 
more investigators, more examiners, 
more clerical help, an extra allowance 
for much-needed special examiners and 
a@ promise of salary increases for the 
present staff. His case spoke for 
itself. The commission had fallen so 
far behind with its work that several 
hundred temporary appointees came 
to be carried on the city’s payroll in 
clear violation of the law. President 
McKes of the Board of Aldermen 
failed to convince the board that the 
commission was guilty of “budget 
jumping” and was not so badly handi- 
capped for funds as Mr. KaPLaNn made 
out. Mr. Kapian did not retort, as he 
might, that Mr. McKEzE and his asso- 
ciates of the Board of Estimate set 
the example’ of budget dodging last 
Fall, when they voted a million dol- 
lars’ worth of salary increases in a 
lump sum, to be distributed later. In- 
stead, he pointed out that his call for 
help at that time had gone largely 
unheeded. 

There is no surer index of an Ad- 
ministration's real attitude toward ef- 
ficient city or State government than 
the support. it. gives te-the-Civil -Ser-. 


vice Commission. If it wants to allow 
partisan politics to filter into the civil 
service despite statute and Constitu- 
tion, its best hope lies in a subservient 
commission or one hampered for lack 
of funds.- ‘Politicians do not waste 
any love on the merit system and need 
but the shadow of an excuse to ham- 
per those charged with its enforce- 
ment. Governor Smiru’s consistent 
support of the State commission is. in 
notable contrast with Mayor HyYLan’s 
equally consistent effort to starve the 
local body, which has a smaller staff 
today than it had ten years ago. 
Mayor WALKER is to be commended 
for his support of the commission in 
the present emergency. Mr. KaPLaN 
should now be able to bring the lists 
up to date without delay, and so 
help to raise the morale of the whole 
service. 


THE ATROCITY IN MEXICO. 

Later accounts of the attack on a 
train in the State of Jalisco differ 
materially from the earlier Govern- 
ment report. Yet General ALVAREZ, 
Chief of Staff to President CALLEzs, 
may have been right in describing the 
affair as “the most barbarous known 
in the history of Mexico.”. Scores of 
men, women ard children were killed 
by the fire of the assailants, though 
the targets were obviously the armed 
egcort on the train. It does not seem 
to be true that the bandits drenched 
the ,coaches with kerosene and delib- 
erately burned passengers to death. 
Many survivors sav that after the 
fight with the escort was over pas- 
sengers were ordered from the cars 
before fire was set to them. 

Nor is there later support for the 
charge of General ALVAREZ that “a 
“group of bandits, organized by the 
“Catholic Episcopate and personally 
“directed by three priests, attacked 
“‘the train.” The ‘Archbishop of Mex- 
ico City declares this to be a calumny. 
He points out that the Government in 
searching Catholic headquarters has 
never found proof of plans for an 
armed rebellion. 

Loot was evidently the purpose of 
the band that fired upon the train. 
Its defenders took their stations in the 
day coaches, which accounts for the 
escape of most of the passengers in 
the Pullman cars. The latter were 
methodically robbed in “hold-up” 
style. The poorer passengers suffered 
as innocent bystanders, so to speak. 
Ocotlan, where the guard boarded the 
train, is regarded by the Government 
as a strategic point, “and yet rebels 
enter it at will.” The truth seems to 
be that rebels are numerous in Jalisco. 
General Estrapa commanded a consid- 
erable body of troops in that State 
during the insurrection against Pres- 
ident OBREGON. Troops and rebels have 
had many fights in Jalisco recently. 
The savage attack on the train was 
undoubtedly. intended.in part to dis- 


credit President CaLLes. 
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MUSSOLINI’'S INDUSTRIAL 
SYSTEM. 

In the Charter of Labor promulgated 
at Rome we see again how much more 
novel are the Fascist method and 
vocabulary than the ultimate Fascist 
aims. There is nothing startlingly 
new in the basic principle of the 
Charter that capital and labor are 
functions impressed with a social duty. 
The difference is that Fascism speaks 
of duty to the State and democracy 
speaks of duty to the public and the 
community. There will be no quarrel 
with MussoLINr’s repudiation of the 
doctrine of class war. That has been 
openly rejected in this country by 
organized labor as well as by capital, 
and among the democracies of West- 
ern Europe has been abandoned in fact 
if not explicitly. The principle of. col- 
lective bargaining decreed by Musso- 
LINI is well established in our democ- 
racies. The principle of judicial set- 
tlement of industrial disputes is mak- 
ing headway. MussoLInir does leap 
forward in instituting compulsory 
arbitration and prohibiting strikes and 
lockouts as treason agafnst the State. 
We have no legal compulsion, but we 
do stress the rights of the public in 
industrial warfare. We have repeat- 
edly mobilized public opinion to exer- 
cise the pressure which in Italy is to 
be more directly applied by the Gov- 
ernment, 

So far, then, as concerns the main- 
tenance of industrial peace and the 
inculcation of the principle of coopera- 
tion the Fascist purpose does not 
differ from the goal toward which the 
democratic nations are moving at their 
own democratic pace. The Fascist 
program apparently does look beyond 
industrial peace to compulsory indus- 
trial efficiency. The Charter of Labor 
endorses private initiative in one 
clause and seemingly takes it away in 
another. It decrees that when private 
initiative in any specific industrial 
undertaking is below par the State 
may step in to “encourage, control or 
take over” the enterprise. At first 
sight this. would mean the State in 
business; but we must wait and see 
how much reality there is in the 
phrase. Actually the Fascist pro- 
cedure has been the other way about. 
It has sought efficiency by handing 
over the telephone system to private 
operation. In Russia it is now being 
demonstrated that dictatorship and in- 
dustrial efficiency do not march to- 
gether. Moscow is now preparing an 
elaborate program of industrial decen- 
tralization. It is not likely that Mus- 
SOLINI will be taking over many pri- 
vate businesses in order to run them 
better, . 

The new Fascist industrial policy -is, 
‘thprefore, - not -new- in -its-objectives. 








It wants productivity through peace 
through discipline imposed from above. 
Under democracy we strive toward 
productivity through peace through 
the pressure of public opinion and the 
enlightened self-interest of workers 
and employers. Fascism is only a 
method. Its apologists assert that it 
is the only method possible for Italy. 
Perhaps that is so. But that would 
mean that Fascism has no universal 
validity and carries no intrinsic chal- 
lenge to democracy. We are under no 
need of calling in Fascism so long as 
we produce, prosper and keep the 
peace under democratic liberty. That 
is not only our own record, but the 
record in European nations as sorely 
tried by war as Italy has been. It is 
the record in France and Germany. 
It is decidedly not the record in the 
one country besides Italy where a dic- 
tatorship.and centralization have been 
practiced on a grand scale. That is 


Russia. 


THE SPOKEN WORD. 

Award-of the gold medal for diction 
to Miss Epira MatrHison by the 
American Academy of Arts and Let- 
ters calls attention to the spoken word 
at a time when the written word and 
the pictured word seem to be disputing 
its supremacy. Yet the clear, accurate, 
discriminating use of the spoken word 
is increasingly important as human 
communication by means of the tele- 
phone and radio extends and multiplies 
itself. It is even economically more 
important. Think of the inordinate 
amount of time expended in repeti- 
tions made necessary through want 
of clearness or mispronunciation of 
words or slovenliness of manner or 
prolixities or ambiguities of expres- 
sion. Minor errors in speech are 
multiplied by radio into major of- 
fenses against society. Mumbling, in- 
articulate telephone messages become 
trespasses against those who try to 
receive them. 

The National Council of Teachers of 
English made an investigation a year 
or two ago as to the success with 
which the ordinarily intelligent person 
met the language demands made upon 
him and found a surprisingly low 
efficiency. His shortcomings were not 
so much in matters of form as in the 
adjustment of language resources to 
a situation. As to telephoning, the 
head of one of the great industrial 
establishments replied: “Indistinct 
“enunciation is a common fault. Few 
“show any previous training in how 
“to open or close a telephone con- 
“versation or how to get quickly to 
“the point for which the conversa- 
“tion is being held. The result is 
“much wasted time and many mis- 
“ understandings.” Since telephoning 
is now universal, might not the school 
courses in spoken English include in- 
struction in diction? They would 
teach clearness, conciseness and “a 
“temperance that may give it smooth- 
“ness.” 

To these qualities may be added, by 
inheritance, if one is as fortunate as 
Miss MATTHISON was in the selection 
of the parentage of her voice and of 
her interest in beautiful speech, or by 
practice, if one were not so blest, an 
ability to speak in a manner comport- 
ing with the nobility of this gift of 
which GorTHE said that if it were not 
incontestably the highest that we pos- 
sess, music would be. It is through 
perfecting the communication of mind 
with mind, and not merely the im- 
provement of the physical means of 
carrying words, that society is to move 
to a higher level. Words lead the way, 
for as Mr. KENNEDY says in his “ Ter- 
rible Meek,” “ All the good or bad that 
“gets done in this world is done by 
“words.” Miss MATTHISON has given 
distinguished illustration of the be- 
neficent influences that these “ daugh- 
ters of men,” as the great lexicogra- 
pher SamuzL JouNnson called them, 
may exert among the “sons of 
heaven.” 

The American Academy is perform- 
ing a service for the stage. May it 
not find a way to encourage good 
diction in other fields of English 
speech, which in SHAKESPEARE’S day 
was used by only five or six million 
people, but has now become the 
spoken word of from two to three 
hundred millions? 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


That the law’s delays 

work hardship for many 
has been common doc- 
trine, at least ever since 
SHAKESPEARE made it so. 
But today a new class is suffering. 
Consider the sad plight, not of the ac- 
cused, not of Judge and jury, but of 
the amateur experts called in to tell us 
all about the murder trial across East 
River. 
. For five days they have had abso- 
lutely no material to go upon except 
what they could spin out of their own 
inwards. They were to philosophize 
and analyze and emotionalize and de- 
naturalize the evidence in the case. 
But they have not yet had a scrap of 
evidence; and now, to add to their 
troubles, afte? all the days spent in 
getting a jury, no witnesses are to be 
heard. no opening speeches made, un- 
til next Monday. 

Imagine the anguish of the senti- 
mental interpreter with all the emotion 
which he is now compelled to keep bot- 
tled up for two days. The amount of 
suppressed philosophy and psycho- 
analysis which the adjournment of 
court will leave in so many stuffed 
bosoms is pathetic to contemplate. If 
any mysterious explosions are heard 
over Sunday, they will probably be due 
to the outside writers about the trial 
unable to contain themselves.

Dr. Soper Outlines Projects Con- 
sidered by Municipal Board. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

With reference to the disposal of 
New York’s sewage by discharging it 
at sea, it may interest readers of THE 
Tres to know that this plan was con- 
sidered and rejected by the Metropoli- 
tan Sewerage Commission as unneces- 
sary and impractical. Other remedies 
costing’ far less money, involving few 
engineering -and: sanitary difficulties 
and promising satisfactory results 
were feasible. These were officially 
recommended to the -city in consider- 
able detail and with careful estimates 
of ‘cost eleven years ago, and may bé 
found in the 1914 report of the com- 
mission which has been published and 
is available in the Municipal Library. 

Three plans for the collection of the 
sewage at central points of disposal 
had been considered and rejected be- 
fore the final plans were made. 

One was to apply the sewage to land 
in order to utilize its manurial value, 
It was found that this would cost for 
the engineering work alone $153,000,000. 

The second was to treat the sewage 
intensively by such scientific methods 
as were in use in many cities in order 
to obtain the highest degree of purifi- 
cation practicable. The cost of these 
works would be about $141,000,000, ex- 
clusive of the land. 

To collect the sewage to a central 
point and discharge it at sea on out- 
going currents would cost approxi- 
mately $141,000,000. 

To carry the sewage so far out to sea 
as to make certain that it would not 
foul the shores at bathing beaches was 
impracticable, by reason of the rreat 
cost and engineering difficulties which 
would be encountered. Men could not 
live in compressed air at.the depth re- 
quired for the tunnel. 

These estimates were made in 1914, 
when unit costs were much lower than 
at present. 

The works recommended were de- 
signed to screen out the solids and 
make reasonable use of the great nat- 
ural capacity of the harbor waters for 
the assimilation of the liquid portion 
of the sewage. The screens were to be 
located at intervals along the shores 
of the rivers and other parts of the 
harbor, at which the sewage would: be 
collected, except at Ward’s Island and 
a few other points where more com- 
plete treatment would be afforded. The 
clarified affluent would be carried out 
along the bottom of the main tidal cur- 
rents for final discharge. 

In course of time, as the population 
grew and the quantities of sewage be- 
came greater,- the efficiency of this 
system could be increased. 

The works would be built in sections, 
each of which would be complete in 
itself, and yet when linked together 
constitute a comprehensive scheme of 
main drainage and sewage disposal, 
such as practically every other great 
city in the world already possesses. 
The total cost of the works recom- 
mended was $51,469,400. 

The project recommended by the Met- 
ropolitan Sewerage Commission was 
the result of eight years of thorough 
investigation of the whole sewage 
problem of the metropolitan district of 


was declared at the time of the final 
report to have been unprecedented for 
systematic thoroughness. The plans 


proposed were the work of the commis- 
sion and about twenty of the foremost 
sanitarians of the world who were 
called in consultation. 

Apparently because the reports of 
the commission are large quarto vol- 
umes and in appearance too scientific 
for general comprehension, their con- 
tents have never been thoroughly un- 
derstood by the general public,

PLEA FOR PLAY LEADERS. 


More at Higher Pay Are Needed for 
the City’s Parks. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I want to call attention to the condi- 
tions existing in regard to play leaders 
in our parks, It is obvious to all those 
who are students in the recreational 
field and who have had any practical 
experience that play leaders are edu- 
cators and are not to be thought of as 
mere caretakers. 

How our children and young people 
play, how group responsibility is fos- 
tered, how sportsmanship and honor 
are developed are matters of the great- 
est importance in the training of the 
young people in a true educational 
program. Work and play are the same 
thing taken from different angles. But 
see what actually takes place. While 
other city employes received some in- 
creases in salary recently, thirty-nine 
of the playground leaders in Manhattan 
received no increases, nor have they 
received one since 1920. They should 
receive the same consideration that 
others have received, 

There is also an emergency list for 
Summer playground work, and for this 
group, as 1 understand it, there are 
no requirements. They are untrained 
and inexperienced. Not only is this 
emergency list a detriment to any 
proper type of recreational leadership, 
but the per diem plan of payment is 
still too widely in use. 

Play leaders should be employed like 
school teachers, on a yearly basis, in 
order to secure continuity, responsi- 
bility and efficiency. 

The civil service examinations are 
not as stiff as they should be. The 
Civil Service Commission is not to be 
blamed for this, but the fact is the low 
rate of salary that has been offered 
has not attracted to the position a 
sufficient number of the well-trained

Requirements have therefore broken 
down, and when vacancies occur tem- 
porary appointments are made and the 
system gets filled up with a num- 
ber of untrained and unqualified people 
who get in as temporary appointees.

John W. Davis, former Ambassador 
to.Great Britain, presided and said he 
hoped’ Americans would ‘‘make a re- 
turn generous enough to mark the 
obligation. felt toward one of the 
greatest benefactors the world has 


known,” i 
Beck Makes Plea. 


James M. Beck, former Solicitor Gen- 
eral of ‘the United States, declared no 
higher tribute could be paid to Shake- 
speare than the adequate presentation 
and attendance of his plays and de- 
plored the infrequency with which 
Shakespeare was presented in Amer- 
ica, in contrast with other countries, 
notably Germany. 

“The response from New York,” said 
Mr. Beck, “thas been absolutely piti- 
ful. This is not due to lack of culture 
or lack of generosity, but to the fact 
that America, and most of all New 
York, lives so vitally in the living day 
that what res pen yesterday has no 
importance and what will happen to- 
morrow is hardly more important.” 

“If we were to measure the influence 
of Shakespeare in America by the pro- 
duction of his plays in the theatre,” 
Mr. Beck continued, ‘‘we would have 
to admit that it is almost at as low 
an ebb as it was in the days of the 
Restoration, when he was almost for- 
gotten. This is not a reflection upon 
the art of Shakespeare, but enn wd 
upon the taste of our times, whic 
prefers the ephemeral and trivial in 
literature to that which is noble and 
permanent. Notwithstanding this ap- 
parent ebb in the mighty tide of his 
influence, Shakespeare nevertheless 
remains the compafiion of every cul- 
tured man and woman, 

“No age has greater need of a re- 
vived interest in the classic drama 
than this age, for an industrial civili- 
zation has had its dismal harvest in 
the general destruction of the true 
values of human life, and, what is 
more surprising, the persistent dulling 
of the imagniation. To revive Shake- 
speare is to restore that lost sense of 
values which, if not restored, will 
cause our civilization to

Reaching Washington Me Says 
Modification of Platt Amend- 
ment Will Be Desirable. 


ASKS VISIT BY COOLIDGE 


Calls On the President and Invites 
Pan-American Cénféferce 
to Havana. 


Special to The Néw York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 22.—President 
Gerardo Machado of Cuba, accom- 
panied by his official party, arrived in 
Washington today on an official visit 
with the announced purpose of inviting 
President Coolidge and Secretary Kel- 
logg to attend the sixth Pan-American 
Conference at Havana next January. 


President Machado went to the tem- 
porary White House to pay his formal 
call on President Coolidge at 5:45 
o'clock. President and Mrs. Codlidge 
returned the call at the Cuban Em- 
bassy an hour and a half later. 

Although it has been officially stated 
that the visit is for the purpose of in- 
viting President Coolidge and Secre- 
tary Kellogg to the Pan-American 
Conference in 1928, reports persist that 
it is intended to pave the way for sub- 
sequent negotiations looking t6 modi- 
fication of the Platt amendment: 

“The é6ventual modification of the 


Platt amendment embodied in the per- 
manent treaty between the United 


States and Cuba would be beneficial 
to both countries,’’ President Machado 
declared in an interview upon his re- 
turn to the Cuban Embassy from the 
temporary White House. 

In a formal statement to the press 
the Cuban President said: 

“The President of Cuba, by his visit 
to the United States, has desired, in 
the first place, to evince his sympathy 
toward the American people, upon the 
twenty-fifth annivers: of the estab- 
lishment of the Republic of Cuba and 
to give a further proof of his admira- 
tion for the continuous aggrandize- 
ment of the United States of America. 

“The friendship between Cuba and 
the United States is already tradi- 
tional, having been sealed on the fields 
of battle in the year 1898, it has never 
been weakened. 
time passes and as a result of the 
acts which just and far-sighted states- 
men in both countries will know how 
to carry out. The President of Cuba 
is cooperating in order to give the 
greatest importance to the forthcom- 
ing Pan-American conference which 
will be held in January of next year 
in the City of Havana, and keenly de- 
sires that, if it be possible, both the 
President and Secretary of State Kel- 
logg, in a spirit of Pan-American good- 
will, visit the neighboring Republic of 
Cuba during the holding of that Con- 
gress, which will no doubt be attended 
by representative personalities from all 
parts of America. 

“The acceptance of acts of courtesy 
which will be held during the Presi- 
dent’s visit to New York does not bear 
any relation to Cuban finances, either 
national or private. The policy of the 
present Government of Cuba is con- 
trary to the contracting of any loans, 
as the President has many times pub- 
licly declared.”’

The Old Guard of New York held its 
101st anniversary memorial service yes- 
terday afternoon in St. Thomas’s Epis- 
copal Church.

FACULTY OF BARNARD 
PRAISES DR. BUTLER 


Columbia Head Commended for 
Achievement in Widening 
Education for Women. 





Dean Virginia C. Gildersleeve of 
Barnard College made public yester- 


day a letter to President Nicholas 
Murfay Butler of Columbia University 
signed by every member of the Bar- 
nard Faculty, felicitating him on his 
twenty-fifth anniversary as President 
of the university, and paying tribute 
to his services in opening the doors to 
higher education for women. 

The letter says that when Dr. Butler 
took office, Barnard had only 269 
undergraduates, whereas now it has 
1,011, and that the graduate and pro- 
fessional schools of the university had 
only 133 women graduate students, 
whereas now they have 1,400. Before 
Dr. Butler became President, it adds, 
many important graduate courses were 
closed to women, but now practically 
all courses in the university are open 
to women. 

“Under his wise and far-sighted lead- 
ership the university has made great 
progress in many lines,’’ the letter con- 
tinues, “‘but, as we look back over 
these last twenty-five years, perhaps 
no other change is as conspicuous 5s 
the immense enlargement cf the op- 
portunities offered to women. 

“Deeply concern: : not only with its 
own college but also with the welfare 
of women students in the whole uni- 
versity, the Faculty of Barnard Col- 
lege expresses its warm gratitude tu 
its President for his service to this 
cause, and also the hope that he may 
continue to be its leader for many 
happy years to come.”

Collection; One of the Most 
Complete in the City. 


"l48TH CENTURY MAP SHOWN 


Wood Carvings; Swords, Céétumes, 
Prints and Tetfiple Ornaments 
Displayed in New Hall, 


Thé new Japanese collectiofi in the 
Brooklyn Museum, in many tfespe¢ts 
the most complete of its kind in Néw 
York City, was dedicated yesterday by 
the Japanese Ambassador, Tsuneo 
Matsudaira, and opened to thé public. 
Selected and assembled by Stewart 
Culin, curator of the museum’s de- 
partment of ethnology, the neW colléc- 
tion is housed in an entirely fiew hall 
devoted to Japanese, Chinese and East 
Indian éxhibits. 

Lacquer ware and wood carvings, 
sliding screéns and temple ornaments, 
ancient maps and prints, swords ahd 
court costumes of centuries ago are 
among the rare treasures in thé colléc- 
tion. They show the arts and crafts 


of Japan before the arrival of Commio- 
dore P in 1853 and the ifttoduc- 
tion of Western. civilization. In his 
speech dedicating the hall Ambassador 
Matsudaira declared that moderh Japan 
had come close to neglecting its native 
attistic heritage, but that the interest 
of Western scholars and connoisseurs 
had revived Japanese appreciation of 
their own ancient culture, 

Several hundred guests in the new 
building arose as the Ambassador afd 
Mme. Matsudaira entered to the stately 
thythm of “Kimigayo,” the Japanese 
national anthem. In his addfess of 
dedication the Ambassador said: 

“There is a Japanese saying which, 
literally; means ‘The foot of the light- 
house is dark.’ Books written by Occi- 
dental scholars on Japan and the 
splendid collections of our arts and 
crafts found in the museums and 
libraries of America and Europe forci- 
bly brought home to us the truth of 
this saying. The high appreciation ex- 
pressed by your scholars and connois- 
seurs has induced us to value more 
highly our own culture and its prod- 
ucts. To the archaeologists and artists, 
critics and authors, historians and 
scientists of America and Europe we 
Japanese owe much for discovering 
for us what we ourselves neglected or 
overlooked at a certain period. In a 
sénse we had been Sitting in the 
shadow at the foot of our own light- 
house.”’ 

The Ambassador mentioned a few of 
the treasures in the new Brooklyn col- 
lection. He referred in particular to a 
Japanese map of the world, made in 
the eighteenth century, showing the 
outlines of certain continents with sur- 
prising accuracy. Africa in particular 
was accurately drawn, showing that 
Japanese sailors might have sailed 
around the Dark Continent. America 
was not represented on the map at all, 
and the coast of Europe was frepre- 
sented as lying acfoss the Bering 
Straits from Siberia. 

There also is an original manuscript 
of Japanese sailors who were washed 
ashore on Kamchatka in 1791 and 
taken to St. Petersburg by a Russian 
rescue party. Likewise there is an 
original manuscript by Makahama 
Manjiro, a fisherman who was strand- 
ed on a lonely Pacific island and 
brought to the United States in 1841. 
It contains his own quaintly colored 
pictures of Boston, Provincetown and 
other New England towns. 

Among the magnificent costumes in 
the new collection are three pieces de- 
signed by the late‘Empress Dowager 
of China in dark maroon, with a vivid 
color scheme of deep blue, rose and 
gold in the embroidery.

Mrs. France was widely known as 
the co-founder, with her first husband, 
Jacob Tome, of the Tome Institute at 
Port Deposit, Md., and also as a busi- 
ness woman of ability. She was the 
first woman to be President of a na- 
tional bank. Her illness dated from 
last January. She became ill in New 
York and returned to her home here. 

Surviving, in addition to ex-Senator 
France, are two brothers, the Rev. 
William R. Nesbitt, pastor ‘of the New 
Covenant Tabernacle, this city, and 
C. 8S. Nesbitt of Philadelphia. 

Mrs. France was among the first wo- 
men to seek a college education. In 
1873 she took the degree of Mistress of 
English Literature hg Wesleyan Col- 
lege, Wilmington, Del 

She married Jacob Tome in 1884 and 
they founded the Tome Institute with 
the purpose of giving college educa- 
tion to young men and young women 
too poor to pay for it. It is told of her 
that she contributed largely to this 
purpose by waiving her dower rights 
in the estate of her husband. 

Mrs. Fratce was during her hus- 
band’s life and for a period after his 
death in 1898 the President of both the 
Cecil National Bank of Elkton and the 
Port Deposit National Bank. She was 
the President of the Board of Trustees 
of the Tome Institute and was a diret- 
tor in other corporations.

The Rev. John J. Frawley. 

The Rev. John J. Frawley, former 
pastor of the Church of Our Lady of 
Perpetual Help in Brooklyn and a 
member of the Redemptorist Order for 
fifty years, died on Wednesday at the 
Redemptorist rectory in Boston.

ION” BENCH FOR 21 YEARS 


Courts Suspend . Sessions After 
Colleagues Mourn Loss—Warm 
Tribute From Hughes. 


Charles Merrill Hough, senior Judge of 
the United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals, Second Circuit, and fot twenty- 
one years a member of the Fédéral 
bench, died yesterday morning at his 
home, 152 Hast Thirty-fifth Street, of 
angina pectoris, after an illnegs of sgev- 
eral weeks not at first believed to be 
serious, His age was 68. 

News of Judge Hough's death was re- 
éeived With surprise at the Fédéral 
Building; his associates not having 
been aware that he was gravely ill, 
Judge Martin T. Manton, whd now be- 
comes thé senior member of the Ciréuit 
Court of Appeals, and who was pre- 
siding at a hearing before that tribunal, 
announced the passing of Judge Hough 
briefly from the bench, saying that the 
court and the bat had sustained a 
great loss; and then adjourried court 
until Tuesday. 

In all three branches of the Federal 
courts in Brooklyn business was sus- 
pended for the day, and Judgés Robert 
A. Inch, Grover M. Moscowitz and 
Marcus B. Campbell eulogized the dead 
jurist and ordered that a minute be en- 
tered in the court records’ expressing 
their sorrow. 

Judge Hough léaves & widow and 
two children, Miss Helen Hough and 
John Newbold Hough, both of whom 
are of age: At the house it was an- 
nounced that at Judge Hough’s re- 
quest the funeral services would be 
private. Interment will be in the fam- 
ily plot in New Jersey. 


Had Reputation as Clear Thinker. 

The dead jurist had made for himself 
a reputation as a Judge of great inde- 
pendence and remarkably clear think- 


ing and was held in high regard, not 
only by his associates in the courts 
but among all lawyers who practiced 
in those courts. Though before his ap- 
pointment. to the bench he had been a 
member of the local counsel for the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, Robinson, Bid- 
die & Ward, and though his associa- 
tion with the railroad and other large 
corporations had been urged against 
him, the record of his decisions showed 
clearly, lawyers pointed out yesterday, 
that his early associations had not re- 
sulted in any mental bias. There are 
among his decisions several against 
large corporations. 

Judge Hough’was born in Philadel- 
phia on May 18, 1858, the son of a re- 
tired Brigadier General, Alfred Lacey 
Hotgh, and Mary Merrill Hough. His 
mother was a descendant of Nathaniel 
Merrill, who settled in Massachusetts 


jin 1632. He was educated at the Kim- 


ball Union Academy, Meriden, N. H., 
and at Dartmouth College, graduating 
from the latter in 1879. He was ad- 
mitted to the bar in 1883, having, after 
leaving college, taught school for a 
year and taken up the study of law 
under Richard C. MceMuftrie of Phila- 
delphia. 

After his admission to the bar Judge 
Bou joined the firm of Biddle & 

Ward, and when that firm opened an 
office in this city he came here. He 
specialized for some time in admiralty 
cases, and later in bankruptcy cases. 
In later years this experience proved of 
value to him on the bench. Early in 
his career he attracted attention as an 
able lawyer, and counted among his 
clients many large steamship ‘comipa- 
nies, appearing frequently as proctor 
in important maritime suits. 


On Mon::or In Spanish War. 


From 1892 to 1899 Judge Hough 
served in the Naval Militia of New 
York, Fourth Division, part of the 
time as Boatswain's Mate. He was a 


member of the militia crew of the 
Monitor Nahant in the Spanish-Amer- 
icén War. For two years he was a 
member of a local school board in 
this city, and he also served as Chair- 
man of the Institute for the Improved 
Instruction of Deaf Mutes. 

He was appointed a Judge of the 
United States District Court by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt in June, 1906. A fac- 
tional fight was in progress in the 
Republican Party in this city at the 
time, and opposition developed to 
évery one Who was proposed for the 
vacant place. However, Attorfiey 
General Moody, who made an investi- 
gation at the behest of President 
Roosevelt, reported in favor of Mr. 
Hough’s appointment, writing to the 
President in part: 

“You told me that you wished to se- 
lect fof this position the very best man 
available afid tirged mie to take the 
utmost pains to ascertain and report 
to you the name of that man, giving 
consideration only to the character and 
capacity of the candidate, the interest 
of thé people and the Bar. I was in- 

L plage that it was the belief that 

pts would be a remarkably good 
appointment and in a marked degree 
‘was the best candidate.”’ 


Wilson Honors Him. 


The estimate of Attorney General 
Moody was borne out in 1916 when 
President Wilson, a Democrat, not- 


withstanding that Judge Hough was a 
Republican, appointed him to fill a va- 
cancy in the Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals created by the résignation of the 
late Judge E, Henry Lecombe. Seév- 
éral times during his career on the 
bench Judge Hough was seriously con- 
sidered for appointment to the United 
States Supreme Court. 

Judge Hough was President of the 
Maritime Law Association and néver 
gave up his interest in the admifalty 
branch of jurisprudence. In 1922 he 
and Norman VY, Beecher, admiralty 
counsel for thé United States Shipping 
Board, were the representatives of this 
country at the International Coffer-

WEATHER CHARTS.COMPILED 


Bureau Here Alds in Picking Good 
Time for Start—Speed Tests 
Are Planned for Today. . 


The danger of ice off Newfoundland 
and possibly further out at sea has led 
Lloyd ‘Bertaud,: selected as*navigator 
and pilot of the Bellanca monoplane 
which will take off for Paris in a few 
days, to plot a course somewhat 
further south than the. usual Great 
Circle course chosen by air .navigators 
as the shortest and best across the At- 
lantic.. Bertaud fears that fog or mist 
and rain at a low temperature might 
affect the flying qualities of the plane 
so ‘that it would lose its stability. 

The danger, as he explained it, after 
a talk with: Commander Richard 
Evelyn ‘Byrd, whose plane, the: Amer- 
ica, crashed‘ last Saturday in a test 
flight, is not that the weight of the 
ice would. affect the airplane, bit that 
ice would change the contours of the 
wings and decrease the flying effi- 
ciency’ of the plane so that it would 
lose its lifting power and drop into the 
ocean. Icé forming on wings did this 
to five mail planes in the last Winter, 
he said, and they were lost. Ice would 
not affect the propeller or the engine. 

“I believe that this is a prablem 
which has not been given sufficient 
attention by, some of those who plan 
to fly to Paris,’ he said. ‘‘For this 
reason I will plot a course that will 
be a. little to the south of the usual 
Great Circle course, and also some- 
what nearer the steamship lanes. The 
course will follow. the earth curve, but 
will probably not. go as far north as 
the fiftieth degree of latitude. It will 


not increase our flying distance to any 
great extent.”’ 


Denies Reports of Dissension, 


Bertaud said reports of dissension 
between himself, Bert Acosta and Clar- 
ence D. Chamberlin, the two pilots 
who made the endurance record in the 
Bellanca, were not true. One of these 
men will be left behind because of the 
selection of Bertaud as pilot and navi- 
gator. 

“I had dinner with Acosta and 
Chamberlin last night,” he said, 
“and there is the best of feeling be- 
twen us. Both of .them are excel- 
lent pilots. I do not know which of 
them I would rather fly with. I have 
known Acosta for many years and 
Chamberlin nearly as long, and have 
the highest regard for them both. I 
am much more concerned about the 
navigation than who I am to fly with 
or the efficiency of the plane and the 
motor. Those matters have been at- 
tended to.” 

Acosta spent a good part of the day 
arranging for the radio apparatus which 
is being especially constructed for the 
flight. It will weigh about sixty 
pounds with batteries. Chamberlin 
spent much time at the Weatlrer 
Bureau, collecting information as to 
weather conditions and arranging for 
reports to be charted from now on. 
The Radio Corporation of America will 
begin today the compiling of weather 
reports from ships at sea, which will 
be turnea over to the Weather Bureau 
and, with the reports of the bureau, 
will be charted to show what the 
‘weather is over the entire North Atlan- 
tic area. These reports will be made 
available for the pilots at 8 o’clock 
in the evening and at midnight each 
day, so that they may know up to the 
last moment before the takeoff just 
what: weather they may expect. It is 
hoped that a period of fair weather 
may be selected for the flight, with as 
little fog as possible and favorable 
winds. "og 


Speed Tests Today. 


The airplane will be flown today on 
@ speed test, and tomorrow will be 
named the Columbia, in line with the 
other patriotic names selected for 
transatlantic planes this year. Byrd's 
plane was named the America, after 
its predecessor of thirteen years ago, 
and Lieut. Commander Noel Davis’s 
plane is named‘ the American Legion. 
After the naming of the plane and 
probably one more test flight the Co- 
lumb will be run into the hangar 
and kept there until the start. which 
G. M. Bellanca, the designer, said 
would not be until Wednesday at the 
earliest. 

Instruments were being installed yes- 
terday. The earth induction compass 
generator was put in position, and 
other instruments arrived from. the 
factory of the Pioneer Instrument 
Company. A board is being built to 
hold them in front of the pilot’s com- 
Rartment. The installation of the re- 
maining instruments and the radio will 
not take more than a day or two. - 

While it rained and a dismal mist 
settled over Curtiss Field, an airplane 
slipped down through the haze and 
came to a landing not far from the 
hangars. Out of it popped an elderly 
man with a beard, who turned out to 


be Charles Dickinson, President of the |. 


Aero Club of Illinois. He had just 
flown from Chicago to Hadley Field, 
N. J., with Ed Bellough, a well-known 
pilot, in a none-stop flight of 6 hours 
and 20 minutes, which is believed to be 
a record. When Hadley Field was 
reached Mr. Dickinson expressed a’ de- 
sire to see the Bellanca plane, so they 
continued their flight through the rain. 
He hopped out nonchalantly while 
thofe around were wondering who 
would fly on such a day, walked over 
to the Bellanca hangar and said: 
“Well, are you ready to go?”

ON OCEAN FLIGHTS

and Bertaud—Some 2 to 1 
. Offers Against. Davis. 


FRENCH MOTOR MEETS TEST 


Develops 525 Horsepower In Block 
- Trials—Specifications of 
Plane Given.

* PARIS, April 22.—A race between 
Francs and the United States to see 
which country will have the glory of 
accomplishing the first non-stop flight 
between Paris and New, York has_now 
definitely devsloped into an exciting 
contest between Captain Charles M. 
Nungesser and Captain Francois Coli, 
the two famous French war aces, and 
the American entrants, 


the opinion of aeronautical experts in 
France, expressed’ today. 

Active betting on the outcome of the 
Franco-American air contest has begun 
in Paris, French sportsmen being will- 
ing to take even-meney bets on Nun- 
gesser and Coli against either Lloyd 
Bertaud or Commander Noel Davis. In 
fact, there is a certain amount of 2-to-1 
money available against Davis, whose 
chances are frankly believed to be 
more brilliant than those of his rival. 

Nungesser and Coli were highly en- 
couraged today by the: successful ter- 
mination of a ‘orty-two-hour test of 
their new motor, the one which will 
be mounted on the, airplane for the 
New York voyage. They spent an- 
other day at the military airdrome at 
Chartres closely observing the, perfor- 
mance of the motor which.in the 
course of its block test achieved 525 
horsepower. The forty-two-hour non- 
stop run was conductec as closely as 
possible under the same conditions 
which the motor must contend with 

uring its 3,750-mile flight to Mineola 
Field, L. I. 

The number of turns of the motor 
was regulated to correspond to the 
strength it must develop during the 
trip to New York. In other words, it 
has.been determined that during the 
first few hours the motor must attain 
a horse power of 525, then 400, then 
300 and finally 250. This diminishing 
power is proportional to the progres- 
sive unballasting which will’ result 
from the consumption of fuel as the 
plane goes westward. 

In following the route, the details of 
which were given yesterday, Captain 
Coli, who was formerly by profession 
a navigator in the French merchant 
marine, has decided to use the Loxo- 
dromique method. This method is 
called by ship navigators ‘“‘plumb line’’ 
navigation and consists in following 
arcs made on the celestial sphere by a 
series of straight lines on the surface 
of the globe. By so doing the airmen 
will follow the earth’s shape and gain 
the shortest course. 

The motor will be examined mi- 
nutely, piece by piece, and if no un- 
fa-orable signs develop it will be 
taken to Villacoublay and mounted 
upon the transatlantic plane. There 
will then remain to be made the tests 
with a full load—5,000 kilograms (11, - 
000 pounds). 

The airmen are worried about the 
American contenders. France is as 
anxious as the United States to be the 
first to make the flight, and the situa- 
tion is resulting in the airmen on 
either’ side of ‘the Atlantic closely 

Discussing the relative chances of 
Davis and Bertaud, the Matin says 
that of the two the latter appears to 
have the advantage, among other rea- 
sons’ because of the severe test which 
his plane has sustained during its en- 
durance record flight. Because Nun- 
gesser will have in Coli one of the 
best aerial navigators in the world, 
the Matin thinks the French expedi- 
tion has a better chance of reaching 
the goal. ‘‘Coli understands the sea 
even better than the air, for he spent 
many years in the merchant marine,’’ 
continues Le Matin, ‘‘while. Nungesser 
is more at home in the air than on 
the ground and knows all the ins and 
outs of flying. With two such admir- 
ably equipped airmen France should 
be the tirst to gain the honor.’’ 

The Nungesser plane has now under- 
gone so many alterations and had so 
many perfections worked both in its 
structure and installation that it may 
be said to be practically re-designed 
especially for the transatlantic flight. 

Indications giving the precise details 
of the plane and its equipment, ob- 
tained today, are as follows: It is a 
biplane, monomotor, carrying a detach- 
able landing gear which makes pos- 
sible a-safe forced landing at sea. It 
has a watertight fuselage with a wing- 
spread of 14 meters 60 centimeters (47 
feet ‘11 inches), a length of 9 meters 70 
centimeters (31 feet 10 inches), and a 
height of 3 meters 92 centimeters (12 
feet’'10 inches). The sustaining area is 
60 square meters (71.76 square yards), 
and. the weight. of the plane complete 
without. load is 1,550 kilograms (3,410 
pounds).

MRS. STOBLE, SLAYER 
OFDAUGHTER, GUILTY 


Gets Ten Years After. “Court. 


Calls. Her Crime Most 
Cruel imaginable. 


REGRETS JURY'S LENIENCY 


Starvation Threat Made by ‘the 
Defendant, Who Slew Girl Soon 
After She Became a Mother.

FREEHOLD, N. J., April 22.—After 
deliberating for nineteen hours a jury 
in the Court of Oyer and Terminer 
found Mrs. Christine Stoble of Red 
Bank guilt: .of manslaughter — this 
morning for the fatal shooting of her 
fifteen-year-old daughter Rosa, soon 
after the. girl, had become a mother. 
Supreme Court Justice Frank T. 
Lloyd sentenced Mrs. Stoble to ten 
years in the State prison. 

In imposing sentence_Justice Lloyd 
denounced the. woman for having com- 
mitted what he termed “one of the 
most atrocious things’’ that had ever 
come to his’ attention. “At a time 


when under other conditions you 
should have come to her help,’’. went 
on the Justice, “you committed the 
most cruel crime imaginable by shoot- 
ing your own daughter. Your insan- 
ity plea was so fictitious that it nearly 
fell of its own weight. A crime of 
this kind is committed only: by .a fiend 
incarnate. My regret is that the Court 
same give you a more severe sen- 
ence.”’ 


Woman Weakens in Jail. 


Mrs. Stoble who had received the an- 
nouncement of the verdict with calm- 
ness called out, “I cannot understand, 
I cannot understand!” several times 
during the Justice’s denunciation. 
Taken to the jail Mrs. Stoble weak- 
ened. 

“T haven’t eaten in three days and 
I will never again touch a bit of food 
for the rest of my life. All those 
things they saic about’me in the court 
are lies. My daughter is not dead. She 
is ‘still alive,’’ Mrs. Stoble cried. 

Michael Stoble. her husband, who 
had walked the streets throughout the 
night while the jurors were deliberat- 
ing, slumped down in his seat in the 
cqurt room when he heard the verdict. 
He will have eight children to care 
for ‘while his wife is in prison. 

Mrs. Stoble’s defense was that she 
had been temporarily insane at the 
time her daughter’ was killed. On the 
witness stand she asserted she believed 
the daughter was still, living. The 
prosecution asked for a first-degree 
murder verdict and the ‘manslaughter 
verdict rendered by the jury was said 
to have been a compromise effected 
among nine jurors who stood out all 
night for a murder ‘finding and three 
others who were for acquittal. 


Compromise Reached in 12 Minutes. 


The compromise was made: in twelve 
minutes. Shortly before 9 o'clock this

Representative Celler Argues 
Issue With P. H. Callahan 
at Brooklyn Y. M. C. A. 


PLEA FOR WINE RIDICULED 


Audience Laughs at Lawmaker’s 
Suggestion for Lightening of 
Volstead Restrictions. 


In a no-decision ‘ prohibitién _ debate 
between Representative Emanuel Cel- 
ler of Brooklyn and Patrick Henry Cal- 
lahan, a dry leader of Louisville,’ Ky., 
‘in the Central Y. M. C, A., 55 Hanson 
Place, Brooklyn, last night, Mr. Calla- 
han said he would put Mr. Celler ‘in 
the same class in .which.Mr..Marshall 
tried to put Goveronr Smith, that of 
double allegiance.”’ 

“There is no chance of Governor 
Smith ever carrying Kentucky in a 
Presidential election,’’ he added later. 
“Modification of the Volstead act to 
permit'the sale of light wines and beer 
would be merely adding insult to in- 
jury, to Kentuckians, who are hard- 
liquor drinkers.” 

After the debate Mr. Callahan told 


newspaper men he had not referred 
to religion in speaking of ‘“‘double alle- 
giance”’ in connection with Governor 
Smith. He explained that Mr. Celler 
had just said that he was publicly wet 
and privately dry and that he believed 
in enforcement of all laws. 

The debate, which was held under 
the auspices of the, Brooklyn League 
‘of Women Voters, attracted less than 
200 paid admissions and nqt more than 
200 persons were present. Women 
were in a majority and the audience 
made it clear from their laughter, ques- 
tions and shouted opinions that there 
were few wets among them. Miss 
Elizabeth Collier, President of the 
Brooklyn League of Women Voters, 
presided. 

Mr. Callahan, who took the side of 
prohibition, argued that it had been 
successful and was worth all it had 
cost and is costing. He offered statis- 
tics in support of his contention. De- 
claring that man was his brother’s 
keeper, Mr. Callahan sald: 

“T have drunk everything ever made 
jn any country and I was never intoxi- 
cated. It is possible to drink and not 
let the habit grow, but not for all of 
us.. I have had no liquor since. 1914.” 

Mr. Celler said. that, under the Pro- 
hibition law, rich men go‘free and that 
court records would show the law to be 
a cobweb in which the little flies 
were caught. 

“From judges to jarors,” he contin- 
ved, “‘they all drink, yet the poor devil 
before them, who is doing no more 
than they, must go to jail. The best 
people are drinking, and the poorer 
must drink the poison. If the poor are 
sometimes the dramsellers, their best 
customers are listed in:the Social Reg- 
ister and in the Red and Blue Books. 

“In the House of Representatives al- 
most all.who are publicly dry are pri- 
vately -wet. Congressmen in the pay 
of the Anti-Saloon League, for which 
they make speeches, call the money 
‘honorariums,’ but I call it ‘dishonora- 
riums.’ Prohibition is‘a dismal failure, 
and the-Volstead act is in itself a dam- 
nable lie.’’ 

In his reply Mr. Callahan said Mr, 
Celler was talking about prohibition 
enforcement and that there was a dif- 
ference between ‘that arid’ prohibition 
though‘ the line of demarkation was 
difficult to find, -Mr. Celler replied 
that’ one was the substance and the 
other the shadow. Mr, Callahan spoke 
of the ‘‘grafters from Ohio” in the 
Harding Administration, and Mr. Cel- 
ler wanted to know if he considered 
Prohibition Commissioner Roy A. 
Haynes, ‘‘whose ie was ob- 
tained by. Wayne Wheeler,’’ as one 
of the. “‘grafters. 

Mr. Celler said the prohibition law 
was violated fla tly in Kentucky 
and urged Mr.. Nahan to have his 
people observe the Fourteenth and. Fif- 
teenth Amendments instead of telling 
New York to obey the Eighteenth 
Amendment.: When Mr.:Celler said it 
would take $350,000,000 a year and all 
of the army and navy to enforce pro- 
hibition, and asked if it were worth 
the price, there were many shouts of

15 ROBBED OF $7,000 
| BY 5 ‘TWO-GUN’ MEN 


Two Policemen Among Victims in 
Cigar Store in Brooklyn— 


One Loses Badge. 





Five robbers, each brandishing two 
pistols, held up fifteen men, including 
two patrolmen off duty, in a cigar 
store. at 433 Metropolitan Avenue, 
Brooklyn, last night and escaped with 
$5,000 in cash and $2,000 in jewelry.

GLAUDEL RULOGIZES 
AMERICAN WOMEN 


They Are Allies of France, He 
Tells L’Alliance Francaise at 
Anniversary Function. 


GUTHRIE PRAISES ENVOY 


Hopes He Will Bring About a Just 
Solution of Problem Con- 
fronting Both Nations. 


Women of America are doing much 
to bring about better understanding 
between this country and France, Paul 
Claudel, recently appointed French 
Ambassador, declared yesterday at a 
meeting of the Federation de 1|’Alliance 
Francaise at the Plaza. The gather- 
ing marked the twenty-fifth anniver- 
sary of the organization. 

Ambassador Claudel sails for France 
today. His address was preceded by 
complimentary speeches by William D. 
Guthrie, President of the City Bar 
Association, and President Frederick 
B. Robinson of City College. M. 
Claudel expressed surprise at the 
number of feminine names appearing 
upon the roster of the Alliance and 


saw therein indications of deep interest 
in things French. 

“Do not let your husbands and your 
brothers come to France alone,’’ he 
advised the audience, made up mostly 
of ‘women. “Acommpany them. 
France’s allies are the women of 
America.”’ 

The American and French peoples, 
he asserted, had much in common in 
education, interests and predilections. 
In view of this, he held, ‘‘the more 
truly American you are, the more are 
you French.” 

Mr, Guthrie, who is President of the 
France-America Society of New York, 
in paying tribute to M. Claudel as 
“Ambassador, publicist, poet, dramatist 
littérateur,”’ said: 

“Our expectations are great, our pa- 
triotic prayers are fervent, that you 
will be able to bring about a better 
understanding between our two Gov- 
ernments a wise and just solution 
of the very complex and delicate prob- 
lem which today confronts the states- 
men of both countries, and of-which a 
fair and ie and on our part gen- 
erous, decision is so essential not only 
to future international amity, but to 
the future prosperity and happiness of 
France and America alike.” 


Professor Downer Honored. 


Charles A. Downer, Professor of Ro- 
mance Languages and Literature at 
City College, who has been elected an 
Officer of the Legion of Honor, re- 
ceived the perquisite diploma and 
medal from Ambassador Claudel, who 


bestowed it in behalf of the French 
Government. Professor Downer was 
made a Chevalier of the Legion in 1913. 
At that time his classes in French were 
said to be the largest in the United 
States. 

Frank D. Pavey, President of the 
Federation, introduced the speakers, 
who included Felix Weill, Secretary 
General of the Federation; Mgr. Bau- 
drillart, Rector of the Catholi¢e Insti- 
tute of Paris and member of the 
French Academy; Paul Labbé, Secre- 
tary General of L’Alliance Francaise 
de Paris; Mme. A. H. Alphandery, 
daughter of Senator Cremiex of 
France; Professor Charlie Diehl of the 
Sorbonne and Professor Leon Robin of 
the Sorbonne. 

The meeting was followed by a din- 
ner at the Brevoort and an entertain- 
ment arranged by the Veterans Fran- 
cais on the French liner Paris. Speak- 
ers at the dinner were Mgr. Baudril- 
lart, M. Labbé, Ambassador Claudel 
and Dr. John H. Finley. M. Gonzalve 
Desaulniers, Vice President of the 
Canadian branch of the Federation, 
was toastmaster. 


Claudel Appeals to America. 


In his speech the Ambassador de- 
clared that Europe, with forty peoples 
separated by barriers of language and 
religion, was now going through the 
most frying period in history. Euro- 
peans, he declared, found in America 
“a magnificent poem of good fortune,”’ 
and looked to this country for help 
during the throes of rearrangement. 

“Let us preserve as most precious the 
ties between the United States and 
France,”’ he said. ‘‘May they continue 
for long, to the betterment of all hu- 
manity.”’ 

At the night meeting he conferred, 
on behalf of the French Republic, 
Officership in the Legion of Honor 
upon Miss Abigail Hagarty, Assistant 
Secretary of the Federation.

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FRANCE GETS GOLD 
PLEDGED IN LONDON 


Bank Payment Wipes Out Debt 
of £33,000,000 and Brings 
Back 500,000,000 Francs. 


IT BEARS ON MELLON’S TALK 


British Treasury Official Says Sec- 
retary Unfalrly Included This In 
War Debt Balance Estimate.

LONDON, April 22.—The Bank of 
France today repaid the Bank of Eng- 
land a lump sum of £33,000,000, of 
which only £8,000,000 was due this year. 
The Bank of France thereby accelerat- 
ed the payment of its debt by three 
and a half years. It thus obtains the 
return of £18,000,000 of gold held by 
the Bank of England as security and 
saves a large sum in interest. 

It was this private debt which An- 
drew W. Mellon, the American Secre- 
tary ef the Treasury, apparently meant 
when he said in his recent statement 
on war debts in answer to the Prince- 
ton professors that Great Britain 
would this year rececive from France 
more than she paid the United States 
Government on account of her war 
debt. This statement was only pub- 
lished textually here a few days ago. 
Cabled summaries of it had been de- 
nied previously by Winston Churchill, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, in the 
House of Commons. — 

A high official of the Treasury said 
today that it was unfair for Secretary 
Mellon to include the debt of the Bank 
of France unless he also included pay- 
ments made by the British Treasury 
to American banks for private loans. 
The Bank of England, he declares, is 
a private institution and less under 
Government control than the Federal 
Reserve Bank in America. While the 
relations of the Bank of France to the 
French Government might make re- 
payment by the Bank of France a 
French Government transaction, it 
could by no means be regarded as a 
Government transaction at this end. 
The Treasury, he continued, would not 
be benefited to the extent of a penny. 


Treasury Feels Hurt. 
The Treasury, said this official, had 
repaid American private loans to the 
extent of $679,000,000. The Treasury 


feels hurt that Secretary Mellon should 
imply that Britain’s payments on her 
debt do not constitute a drain on her 
resources. During the war, said the 
Treasury official, Britain sent £329,- 
000,000 in gold to America. Toward 
her debt she has paid the American 
Government $828,394,559. These sums, 
tlfe Treasury official pointed out, are 
enormous even for a nation. 

Another statement by Mr. Mellon 
which is felt by the British not to be 
quite fair, said the official, was that 
relating to how the debts originated. 

“We purchased supplies and services 
from France and the British Empire,”’ 
said Mr. Mellon, “by the hundreds of 
millions. They had to be paid for in 
francs and pounds. We didn’t get 
those francs and pounds on credit—we 
paid cash for them, except possibly in 
a comparatively few minor instances.”’ 

Such sums, said the Treasury of- 
ficial, as were spent in Great Britain 
were immediately deducted from the 
advances made to the British Govern- 
ment in America. To the correspon- 
dent of THE NEw YorK TIMES he 
showed an agreement to that effect 
signed by an American Treasury of- 
ficial. 

In his statement. Mr. Mellon said: 

“Under agreem ts with France, 
Great Britain will receive from France 
approximately $71,000,000 this year, 
from Italy approximately $19,000,000 
and from Germany approximately 
$72,000,000, and will p.:- us approxi- 
mately $160,000,000. In other words, 
Great Britain will receive this year 
from her debtors $2,000,000 more than 
she pays the United States.” 


Angered English Editors. 


These figures have angered English 
editors and are said to have aroused 


feeling on the Continent against Eng- 
land. 

“In stating the facts, Mr. Churchill 
ought also to demand from Mr. Mel- 
lon a formal withdrawal of his inac- 
curate and very damaging statement,”’ 
says The New Statesman. 

Other editors express themselves 
even more harshly. In quoting their 
own figures as to what Britain will 
receive, all agree with Mr. Mellon’s 
figures on the sum from Italy and on 
what Germany will pay. The snag 
lies in Mr. Mellon’s statement that 
France will pay England $71,000,000 
this year. Under the Churchill-Cail- 
laux debt agreement, France will pay 
Britain in the financial year 1927 
£6,000,000. But in his statement Mr. 
Mellon wrote ‘‘under agreements with 
France,’’. implying that there were 
other agreements besides the one with 
Caillaux, a fact which the Churchill 
editorial commentators overlooked. As 
£8,000,000 of the debt paid by the Bank 
of France to the Bank of England to- 
day would be due this year, this sum, 
added to the £6,000,000 due under the 
Caillaux agreement, would approxi- 
mate in American money $71,000,000. 
From Germany and its allies Britain 
this year receives under the repara- 
tions and war debt agreements £25,- 
000,000 and pays the United States 
Government £33,000,000. 


Return of 500,000,000 Gold Francs.

PARIS, April 22.—-The Bank of 
France by today paying its debt of 
£33,000,000 to the Bank of England ob- 
tained in return nearly 500,000,000 gold 
francs to the value of more than £18,- 
350,000, which the Bank of England 
had held as a guarantee of the French 
debt since 1915. The transfer of all or 
part of the gold will be carried out 
during the next few days, arrange- 
ments having been completed for its 
shipment in small cases, each contain- 
ing four pounds of the precious metal. 
The Bank of France probably will 
repatriate a part of the amount, but 
may leave a part on interest in Eng- 
land, New York or Amsterdam or sell 
part to obtain dollars or other stable 
currencies. 


PARIS, April 22 (#).—By the payment 
of £33,000, on the French debt 
France gave up a considerable part of 
her foreign exchange fund, which had 
enabled her virtually to stabilize the 
franc, but the return of the gold is 
felt to be a’symbol of financial stabil- 
ity that will reinforce confidence and 
be another step toward the restoration 
of normal conditions. 

French pride suffered at having part 
of France’s gold reserve “in pawn,”’ 
and the thought of getting a good part 
of it back is causing satisfaction. The 
old French proverb “He who pays en- 
riches himself” is cited as justification 
for buying back the gold francs, even 
at almost twice their value.

Albert Silensky, said to be the owner 
of W. L. Darnell & Co., brokers, of 44 
Broad Stret; Irving P. Wiener, alleged 
attaché, and Miss Martha Mountain, 
an employe, were released in $25 bail 
each for a hearing on May 4, follow- 
ing their arraignment yesterday before 
Magistrate Rosenbuth in the Tombs 
Court. It is charged that last Febru- 


ary they violated the Dowling gam- 
bling law in acceping a wager on the 
Maloney-Delaney prizefight at the New 
Madison Square Garden, They pleaded 
not guilty.

He swore that the girl referred him 
to Silensky, who accepted the $500.

On the day follow- 
ing the Maloney victory, Mitchell con- 
tinued, he again called at Darnell & 
Co. and received an “I O U” for 
$1,450 in settlement of the bet. He 
was told that $50 had been deducted as 
a commission.

Miners and Operators at Odds 
Over Check-Off and Interpre- 
tation of Agreement.

PHILADELPHIA, April — The 
meeting here today of the Anthracite 
Board of Conciliation revealed that the 
miners and operators in the hard coal 
fields are moving toward a crisis over 
the interpretation of the ‘four-and-a- 
half-year agreement which was signed 
at the end of the longest and most 
costly strike in the history of the in- 
justry on Feb. 12, 1926. 

The old question of the check-off and 


the interpretation of paragraph four 
of the agreement. has arisen to 
threaten the peace of the industry. 

Paragraph four is as‘follows: . 

“The demands of the operators and 
the mine workers on the question of 
cooperation and efficiency:are referred 
to the Board of Conciliation, exclusive 
of the umpire, which shall work out a 
reciprocal program of cooperation and 
efficiency.” 

Those conversant with the situation 
do not wish to exaggerate it,-but they 
do not deny that a crisis is impending. 
An impasse is some months away, but 
if one is reached the attitude of the 
miners will be that the operators have 
broken the agreement.’ Such’ a conclu- 
sion by the miners would be likely to 
cause a strike and the withdrawal of 
158,000 mine workers from the hard 
coal pits. No such threat is being 
made at this time.’ It is the hope of 
both sides that an amicable arrange- 
ment may be made.

Easier, Lira Advances Again. 


A slight downward tendency in time- 
money rates on the New York market 
yesterday coincided with a further 
quotable decline ‘in .open-market. dis- 
count rates at London. At'the day’s 
bid price of 3% per cent. for short- 
term bills, the London money market 
was still left % of 1 per cent. below 
parity with Wall Street. Sterling ex- 
change, however, gave no further re- 
flection to this fall in ‘the London 
money market, and it was not made 
any more clear how far, if at all, the 
movement of exchange and gold at 
London would be affected by the low- 
ering of the London 'bank rate. 

Whether the stock market was or 
was not disappointed that the New 
York Reserve Bank did not follow the 
Bank of England’s reduction—and 
there was little evidence in Thursday’s 
market of expectation that it would do 
so—the course of prices grew still more 
irregular yesterday. This time declines 
predominated numerically, many of 
them running to 2 or 8 points; but that 
movement was again offset by more or 
less aggressive bidding-up of numerous 
usually active stocks, particularly 
among the railways. Taken as a whole, 
the market lost ground for the day; 
but its movements were so confused 
and changed so frequently as to make 
difficult the determination of the actual 
drift of prices or the origin of either 
buying or selling orders. 

It was a market which had no appar- 
ent relation to the news developments, 
but was mostly another matching of 
strength and resources between oper- 
ators for the rise and for the fall, witn 
the investing public in an increasingly 
hesitant attitude. The bond market, 
so far as regards movement of values, 
appears to have come to much the 
same kind of halt; volume of business 
continued large but prices changed 
very little. Any further movement of 
real importance in that field of invest- 
ment may depend on the course of 
money rates during the next few 
months. Yet the accumulation of capi- 
tal which created the conditions which 
prevailed on the recent market is con- 
tinuing on the same scale, and there 
is no reason for predicting lower prices. 

With sterling rates a small fraction 
higher, the real interest in the foreign 
exchange market again converged on 
the Italian and Japanese rates. The 
lira continued its advance, going above 
5% cents to the highest actual figure 
reached since May of 1922. A further 
rise as great as that which has already 
been achieved this week would bring 
it to the highest since 1920. When the 
lira last touched yesterday’s price, five 
years ago, the franc was selling at 2 
cents. Yesterday’s sharp recovery in 
the Japanese yen was probably at- 
tributable to Government support from 
Tokio. The credit crisis in Japan is 
clearly of a character which will re- 
quire direct governmental help; re- 
course to a moratorium is a traditional 
first step in that direction. The 
Japanese Government, thanks to its re- 
cent steps in the direction of gold re- 
sumption, is fortunately in excellent 
shape to handle a situation of the kind.

The report of the Great Western 
Sugar Company and subsidiaries for 
the year ended Feb. 27, shows a net 
income of $3,365,713, after depreciation, 
charges and taxes, equivalent after 
preferred dividends to $3.86 a share 
earned on 600,000 shares of $15 par 
common stock. This compares with 
$6,424,142, or $8.95 a share, earned in 
the previous year. 

After payment of dividends, the 
deficit for the year was $2,484,287, 
compared with a surplus of $574,142 in 
the previous year. 

In a statement to stockholders, Presi- 
dent W. L. Petriken says that the 
sugar market has improved, although 
not to the degree expected, as a result 
of an estimated reduction of 1,160,000 
tons in the world crop, one third of 
which represents the reduction of the 
Cuban crop.

How Has the Market Moved? 

One of the prominent Stock Ex- 
change houses has made an interesting 
analysis of the stock trading since the 
first of the year, taking for this pur- 
pose the list of stocks published by 
THE New Yorke Trves on.April 18 and 
analyzing their market values as of 
that date as compared with values of 
Jan. 1, 1927. The result showed that, 
during this period of about three and 
a half months, out of the 505 stocks on 
the list 319, or 62.17 per cent., advanced 
and 186, or 37.81 per cent., declined.

Calles Opens First Link of Service 
to Our Border. 

The International Telephone and 
Telegraph Company announced yester- 
day that the Mexican Telephone and 
Telegraph Company, a subsidiary, had 
begun telephone service between Mex- 
ico City and Tampico.

The higher figure had 
been in effect since October, 1925. 

The action follows by one day a re- 
duction from 5 to 4% per cent. in the 
rate of the Bank of England, and a 
general downward movement through- 
out practically all of Europe. Since 
the first of the year ten central banks 
of Europe have reduced their discount 
rates and several, including the Bank 
of France, have made more than one 
cut. 

The rate of the Federal Reserve 
Bank of New York has remained un- 
changed throughout this period of ad- 
justment. Most of the foreign rates 
still are higher than that in New 
York,. but: there are two exceptions. 
The central banks both of Holland 
and Switzerland have minimum dis- 
count rates of 3% per cent.

DARING ROBBERS SEIZE 
PAYROLLS IN BROOKLYN 


Same Gang of Three Suspected of 
Similar Held-Ups — Their 
Loot Totals $3,262. 


Payroll bandits reappeared in Brook- 
lyn yesterday and quickly committed 
two daring daylight robberies in wide- 
ly separated sections and escaped. Al- 
though different makes of automobiles 
‘were used by the robbers the police are 
inelined to the theory that the rohber- 
leg were the work of the same gang. 

The victim in the first hold-up was 
Solomon Memeross, 36 years old, of 
288 New Jersey Avenue, a bookkeeper, 
employed by David Friedman, a con- 
tractor and builder, of 844 Sutter Ave- 


nué, Memeross went to the Homestead 
Branch of the National City Bank, at 
Atlantic and Pennsylvania Avenues, 
and drew = 197 to Wat! employes of 
Friedman. He place e money in an 
envelope, wrapped the envelope in 


newspaper and tied it with twine. He 
stafted for the Sutter Avenue address 
in an automobile. owned by Friedman. 

At Sutter and Van Sitklén Avenues 
his ear was crowded to the curb by a 
sedan in which weré three men: Two 
men in the rear leaped to the running 
board of Memeross’s ear ahd leveling 
pistals ordered him te get into theiz 
machine. One man had a handkerchief 
covering his face. 

Memeross obeyed and the robbers 
drove for more than five miles through 
Brooklyn streets. At Woodruff Aventie 
and St. Paul’s Place, the rabbers or- 
deréd Memeross to get out after taking 
the pay envelope. 

Memeross ran to a telephone and 
called his employer. He then notified 
the police of the Pankyille. précijnct.

Revised Silk Threwing Rules. 

Rules for the commission throwing 
of silk, revised by a cammittee of 
buyers and sellers of commission 
thrawing of the Silk Association of 
America, have been approved by the 
Board of Managera of that organiza- 
tion. The revisions provide that trans- 
portation on all incoming raw silk 
that is rejected by the thrawster or 
ardeyed returned by the owner shall 
be eharged to the owner. Property of 
the throwster must be returned within 
sixty days after shipment is received, 
the thrawster te pay carrier's charges. 
After this peried the latter is entitled 
to payment for the unreturned prop- 
erty. Some change has also been made 
regarding terms and waste allowance, 
while other clauses have been added 
to specify further the basis for com- 
puting clearance and payment and 
average variation on skeins and twist. 
Other revised clauses cover claims and 
the price at which claims are to be 
settled.

R. E. Pendleton to Oppose Dowd at 
Election on Tuesday. 

An independent ticket, headed by 
Ralph E. Pendleton, New York Man- 
ager of James Shewan and Sons, has 
been named by the progressive ele- 
ment of the Maritime Association of 
the Port of New York and will oppose 
the Administration group headed by 
John Dowd at the annual election of 
officers next Tuesday.

The Prince shook 
hands ~™ around, and after being pho- 
tographed from all sides left the sta- 
tion ‘with the King and Queen for the 
palace, where he has been installed in 
the Summer apartments of the royal 
family in the suite of the Duke of 
Genoa. The Prince and his brother 
went immediately by motor to call on 
the: Princess Isabel and the Princess 
Fernando Alfonso, who are residing in 
Madrid, after which they made a cas- 
ual visit to the Prado Picture Gallery. 

The Princes’ visit being made a fam- 
ily affair, they lunched with the royal 
family, all the children except the two 
youngest being fresent at the table.

NEW RULE ON ALIENS 
TIGHTENS THE BORDER 





Canadians, Mexicans and Cubans 
Crossing to Work Mast Get 
Immigrant Papers. 


WASHINGTON, April 22 (#).—An 
order enforcing the restrictions on the 
entrance of aliens to the United States, 
particularly along the Canadian and 
Mexican borders, was approved today 
by Secretary Davis of the Labor De- 
partment, and sent to immigration 
agents at all ports of entry. Officials 
explained that the intent of the new 
regulations was to apply the immigra- 
tion law to persons residing in Cuba, 
Mexico or Canada, who regularly or 
frequently cross the border to engage 
in employment within the United 
States. 

All such persons hereafter will be 
classified as immigrants and will have 
to obtain the documents necessary for 
the entrance of immigrants, including 
@ passport visa, and: pay the $8 head 
tax. If they are natives of the coun- 
tries contiguous to the United States 
they will be enabled to obtain pass- 
ports visas from American consular 
agents within their own territory. 

If, however, they are foreign born 
residents of Canada, Mexico or other 
Latin countries, and have only been in 
the custom of coming into the United 
States since 1924, they will have to 
obtain passport visas from American 
consular agents in their native 
countries. 

The order provides that a period of 
six months from June 1 next is to be 
allowed for persons affected to obtain 
the necessary documents. 

Foreign residents of Canada and the 
other countries of five years’ standing 
who frequently entered the United 
States prior to will be placed 
under practicallyrthérsame conditions 
as natives.

CLOUGHER MILK GRAFT 
CONVICTION AFFIRMED 


Appellate Division Unanimous i in 
Decision—Kelby Sends New 
Cases to Dodd. 


The conviction of Thomas J. Clough- 
er, secretary to Dr. Frank J. Mon- 
aghan, former Health Commissioner, 
Was unanimously affirmed without 
opinion yesterday by the Appellate Di- 


vision. Clougher was found guilty by 
a jury.in the Bronx County Court on 
June 29, 1926, of accepting gratuities 
and bribes and was sentenced to pas 
Sing Prison »y Judge Albert Cohn to 
from five'to ten years. 

The indictment upon which Clougher 
was convicted charged that as secre- 
tary to the former Health Commis- 
sioner on Jan. 19, 1925, he received a 
bribe of $1,080 for allowing bootleg 
cream to enter New York City. Harry 
Danziger, former ‘‘czar’’ of the cream 
dealers, ‘testified paying the money. 
Although Dan: was admitted to be 
an accomplice,’ the necessary corrobo- 
ration of his testimony was supplied 
by a young woman secretary who was 
present when the money was paid in 
a Bronx restaurant. 

At the time of his conviction another 
indictment against Clougher was dis- 
missed in the Bronx. Others are still 
pending. Assistant District Attorney 
Pecora said his office had not yet 
reached‘ a decision as to whether or 
not Clougher would be brought here 
and tried.
